* * * “and all judicial, state, county and 
municipal officers hereafter elected shall, be¬ 
fore entering upon the duties of their respect¬ 
ive offices, take and subscribe the oath pre¬ 
scribed by section first of article seven of the 
Constitution of this Commonwealth.” 

Hcction 1 of article 7 of the Constitution pre¬ 
scribes the oath as follows: 

“ [ do solemnly swear (or affirm) that 1 will 
support, obey and defend the Constitution of 
the United States, and the Constitution of this 
Commonwealth, and that I will discharge the 
duties of my office with fidelity: that I have 
not paid or contributed, or promised to pay or 
contribute, either directly or indirectly, any 
money or other valuable thing, to procure my I 


nomination or election (or appointment), ex¬ 
cept for necessary and proper expenses ex¬ 
pressly authorized by law; that 1 have not 
knowingly violated any election law of this 
Commonwealth, or procured it to be done by 
others in my behalf; that J will not know¬ 
ingly receive, directly or indirectly, any 
money or other valuable thing for the per¬ 
formance or non-performance of any act or 
duty pertaining to my office, other than the 
compensation allowed by law.” 

In the case of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania, or rel. y Butterfield r a. McCarter (Pitts¬ 
burgh Legal Journal of January 4, 1882, page 
188). the Supreme Court say: “ The act of 1874, 
which defines the kind of election expenses 
that may lawfully be paid by candidates for 
office, docs enumerate municipal officers as 
among those who must take the constitu¬ 
tional oath.” 

It follows from the act of 1874, and the con¬ 
struction given in the above cited case, that 
the members of Council must hike the oath 
prescribed in section 1 of article? of the Con¬ 
trition of this Commonwealth, and my opinion 
is, they are hound so to do.

Your special committee on Legislation relating 
to cities of tlie second class beg leave respectfully 
to report: That under the 7th section of Article 
in. nf the State Constitution of 1*74 it is provided 


“that the General Assembly shall not pass any 
local or special law regulating the affairs of 
cities.”

On May 5,1870, an act was passed authorizing 
the Governor to appoint a commission to devise 
a plan for Die government of the cities of the 
Commonwealth. Under this act eleven com¬ 
missioners were appointed, and on the 29th day 
of December, 1&77, they made their report to 
the Legislature, in this report they followed 
the suggestion of the Wallace Act by dividing 
the cities into classes. Hut in the full discharge 
of their duty they deemed it proper to report a 
code that would supersede all previous legisla¬ 
tion and provide itself all legislative require¬ 
ments for municipal government. Their re- 
]H>rt and code were prepared with great care 
and ability, and the legislation thereby recom¬ 
mended would have admirably answered the 
mrposes for which it was intended, but as it 
lad already become customary under the Wal¬ 
lace Act, for cities of the different classes to 
seek for and obtain supplements to that act for 
their own special needs, this report was and has 
been entirely neglected by the General As¬ 
sembly, although attention has been called to it 
in the messages of tlie Governors of the sta teat 
every session. 

Providing for all the requirements of the 
cities, the code necessarily deals in the details, 
and was consequently of great length, cover¬ 
ing fifty-five pages octavo. 

Your committee seeing the difficulties in ob¬ 
taining a hearing for an act containing so 
many provisions, respectfully suggest in tlie 
act proposed here wit li: “that it be provided 
tiiat alt legislation now in force in relation to 
cities of the second class be and remain in 
force, except as they are altered and 
changed by that act,” and by this the act be¬ 
comes brief in its terms, can be easily read and 
understood, and leaves the life in much legisla¬ 
tion that will be required. 

If the legislation in relation to cities here¬ 
tofore had been of a general character, appli¬ 
cable alike to all the cities in the State, it is 
very evident that it would have been incum¬ 
bent on the Legislature to perform the duty of 
legislating in relation to them, without dicta¬ 
tion from any special locality, or from individ¬ 
uals specially interested. 

Tile “Wallace Act” having divided the cities 
into classes, and as Pittsburgh is the only city 
of the State in the second class, it has become 
customary for the members of the Legislature 
to inquire whether any legislation asked for, 
for cities of the second class, lias had the ap¬ 
probation oi the Councils of the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh. Tt is therefore highly proper and 
necessary (hat any legislation which your com¬ 
mittee may report, should be of such character 
as will meet with the approval of Councils, as 
well as that of the state Legislature. 

Desirous of obtaining this approbation of the 
proposed legislation accompanying this re¬ 
port, your committee beg leave herewith to 
state some of the deficiencies in our present 
city government, and what, in their opiniou, 
should be provided as remedies. 

Prior to the act of consolidation in 1807, our 
city had but nine wards, and each ward had 
two members of the Select Council. The Com¬ 
mon Council having its number of member¬ 
ship, as now, according to the ratio of the pop¬ 
ulation of each ward. At the time of the pass- 












age of the act of consolidation, which neces¬ 
sarily involved a division of the city into a 
greatly increased number of wards, the In¬ 
creased reprcsentation in the Select Council 
which would ensue was entirely overlooked, 
and since the til vision into thirty-six wards the 
Select (’ounoil consists of seventy-two mem¬ 
bers, while the popular branch, contrary to all 
precedent and propriety in our republican form 
of government, and constituted on a just and 
proper ratio, consists of but forty-four mem¬ 
bers. 

The debt of our city now amounts to about 
3ld,U(K),0U0. The valuation for taxation pur¬ 
poses' amounts to about #107,(KM),000. In 
order to pay the interest on that debt and 
the expense of the municipal government, the 
amount of the taxation is this year over #2,700 t - 
000. Underthe laws of the State this large sum 
of money is annually levied and expended 
under the sole administration of the Citv 
Councils, except that portion which is expend¬ 
ed by the Fire Commissioners, Guardians of 
the Poor, School Hoard and Hoard of Health. 

The administration in the expenditures by the 
Councils is effected through the standing com¬ 
mittees. The llti members of the two''Coun¬ 
cils are apportioned and assigned to 1!) stand¬ 
ing committees. 

With us, as in many other cities, the law re¬ 
quires that the majority of each committee 
shall be composed of members of Common 
Council. Hut as our Select Council has 72 \ 

members, and each member should have a 
place on at least one committee, there must of 
necessity be three or four members of the Se¬ 
lect branch on each one and four or five from 
the Common branch. 

And as there are but forty-four members of 
the Common Council, it follows that in order to 
give them the majority of each committee 
each member of the Common branch must 
serve on two or three committees. 

From the necessities of the case, the persist¬ 
ent request of members and the question of 
locality which they represent, heretofore each 
member of Select body has been placed on two, 
three and sometimes four committees ; and in 
tills manner the representation of that body 
on each committee is very large, and that of 
the Common branch being at least one greater, | 
the committees are thus disproportionately 
enlarged and rendered ineffective. As, for ex- | 
ample, in the committees for this year. The 
Committee on Finance has 23 members, that 
on water 3omembers, streets, 4o, police 3)1, and 
many others of nearly the same number. 

These different committees have each a 
stated meeting once every month, at which 
time the pay rolls are submitted by the officers 
having charge of the matters under the pro¬ 
vince of that committee, and as a general rule , 
the only proof of the correctness of the account, 
or knowledge in relation to the same, is do- j 
rived from the probate and certificate of the 
officer to whom the whole business has been 
entrusted, and whose conduct has been under 
no supervision since the committee last met, 
and of the approval or disapproval of which at 
the meeting no record Is kept of the vote of the 
members, except when tlie* yeas and nays may 
liave been called. 

It Is in tliis manner and by means of these 
committees that the revenues of the city are 
expended. The members of Councils have 
their own business to attend to, and cannot 
spare the time for daily attendance on that of 
the city. The officer reports to those who know 
nothing about the matter except from bis re¬ 
port, and they who receive and adopt bis re¬ 


port and expend the money leave no record 
except that a majority voied therefor. In 
order to correct those evils and to have the 
business of the city carried on in a more effl- 
cient. and business-like manner, your com¬ 
mittee in the draft of the act of Assembly 
here with subin i tied, have reduced the mem¬ 
bership of Select Council to thirty-six, giving 
one to each ward, and relieved Councils from 
all executive power, making them a purely 
legislative body. 

Many citizens are of the opinion that the 
Councils should be reduced to a far Jess num¬ 
ber, but it must be remembered that we are 
not likely to obtain the legislation required 
without 'the consent of the Councils, and it 
seems to your committee that any further re¬ 
duction would not be appro veil. Hv t lie ac¬ 
companying act it is proposed to place the ex- 
| ecutive power of the city in the Mayor and tin* 
beads of departments, after the models of the 
State and Federal Government. And your 
committee beg leave to suggest that if the 
large and diverse interests and vast extent of 
territory under their diflereut administra¬ 
tions are capable of management and control 
in that manner better than any other, that our 
much smaller and less diverse interests can¬ 
not sutler from a change from irresponsible 
, committees to a similar mode or manner of 
| conducting our city affairs ami controlling the 
expenditures of our money. 

Cnder our present system Guardians of the 
Poor, Hoard of Health, and the Fin* Depart¬ 
ment-, conduct and transact the business of 
those departments In the same irresponsible 
manner as the other business and expendi¬ 
tures of the city art* by the committees of 
Councils, except tlmt their reports are not ai>- 
proved by Councils; and they each have a full 
line of officers, including legal advisers. 

I T ndcr the act proposed the whole executive 
affairs of the city are to tie separated into ai>- 
propriate divisions; and each division is to 
have its responsible head, who Is to be gov¬ 
erned, controlled and directed In the duties of 
his department by general laws or ordinances 
enacted by Councils. These heads of depart¬ 
ments are to be under bond, liable to impeach¬ 
ment, and their accounts and acts always 
open to inspection. 

The Mayor is to he the su|>ervisory head of 
all and he is to be subject to the direction of 
legislation; and in order to enable him to dis¬ 
charge the duties that will be thus thrown 
Upon him, the said act proposes that police 
magistrates shall lie provided, who shall have 
charge in different localities In the city, of the 
hearing of cases of breach of the law. which 
now and heretofore have been discharged by 
the Mayor. 

The act provides for the following division of 
duties of the city executive officers: 

1. The Mayor—having supervision of all 
other divisions and retaining his power as a 
magistrate to be exercise l at bis own sense of 
duty. 

2. The Department of Public Safety—having 
charge of the police and tire forces which may 
be made aiixilliary to each other by ordinance. 

3. The Department of Public Works—hav¬ 
ing charge of Water, Streets, Hoads and 
Sewers. 

4. The Department of City Property—having 
charge of Markets, public Hu tidings, Wharves 
Ac. 

o. The Department of Publie Charities and 
Health—in charge of the Poor and Health limi¬ 
ters. 
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IS. < liy f ‘out roller aiul Treasurer—1<» remain 
UK now under the law. 

An Dio Mayor In the discharge of his duties 
has general supervision of the other depart¬ 
ments, and would be eonversant with matters 
pertaining to all of them, it is provided that tie 
shall appoint tlie City Solicitor, by and with 
the eminent of the Select Council, and in tills 
matter the example of the National and State 
governments Is followed. It Is made the duty 
of ('ouneils to enaet ordinances before the first 
day of January, 1881, for the purpose of carry¬ 
ing tills aet into effect, by providing for the 
election by the itoople of the heads of depart¬ 
ments, fixing the amount of salaries, the num¬ 
ber of employes and their pay, and defining 
generally the duties relating to each depart¬ 
ment and what would be required of it. 

Your committee beg leave to sugged that in 
their opinion, after examining the whole mat¬ 
ter, there would be great economy in the 
change from our present mode of administer¬ 
ing t lie affairs of our city to the manner pro¬ 
posed by the accompanying act. There is now 
no head, no personal responsibility, no one 
that has tlie power or the duty or the oppor¬ 
tunity to guard or control the expenditures of' 
onr large revenues. The expenditures are now 
affected by many influences not in the inter¬ 
ests of the city or of economy, and the election 
hv (’ouneils of the large number of city offi¬ 
cials creates political affinities that seriously 
interfere witn the discharge of duties, and in 
many eases result In the employment of su¬ 
pernumeraries and a consequent needless ex¬ 
cuse. Many of the city officers who now re¬ 
ceive good salaries could be dispensed with, 
(’nder the direction of the head of the depart¬ 
ment the duties now discharged by these 
officers could he performed by employes under 
the direction of a foreman at a much less ex¬ 
pense. The Solicitors of the different boards 
would not be needed, as the City Attorney 
would advise each head of departments. But 
the groat-economy would be in the fact that 
while rouneiis change every year and there is 
no one whose duty it is to observe and keep in 
mtml the progress of the atfairs of the city, to 
see what work has been done; and to look 
ahead and point out what is to be done, under 
the new act with officers elected for several 
years, with a prospect of re-election in ease of 
the faithful discharge of their duties, or the 
re-election of at least some of them, the affairs 
of tiie city would he managed with fore¬ 
thought, and unnecessary expense, like the 
tearing up of new paved streets in order to 
put in sewers, would he avoided. Under the 
new act the ('ouneils having only legislative 
power, all sordid motives would he eradicated 
and the duties of the members would be not 
to pnrficiixtte in the expenditure of the tarvx, but 
to watcli and guard their expenditure by 
ethers not elected by themselves hut by the 
people. 

In conclusion, your committee would sug¬ 
gest that the aet provides for all expenditures 
except tliat relating to public schools. Under 
the law as it now is the Uentra) Board of 
Kducation, elected by the local boards, has 
the right to call on the (’ouneils fof such an 
appropriation of money as they may decide 
that they need or require for their purposes, 
and the local boards now levy the amount 
they may require, ft has been suggested by 
some that the city Councils should have con¬ 
trol by their legislation of all taxation in the 
city for all city purposes, including tliat of 
education; and that the Central Boards and 
Local Boards should send into Councils their 
estimates of the moneys needed by thorn, 
11 ke any other department of Die city, and 


that Councils should have the right to in¬ 
quire into the propriety of the items of the 
estimates as in other eases, and to allow or 
disallow the same as in their judgment they 
should deem proper. Others have claimed 
that educational matters are so entirely differ¬ 
ent in their character from Die ordinary mu¬ 
nicipal affairs, being in the nature of a trust 
in the community for the future welfare of 
youth and Die preservation of our civilization 
and form of government, that therefore all 
matters relating thereto should be separated 
from the ordinary business of the city, and 
allowed to remain under its present guardian¬ 
ship of the Board of Kducation. 

Your committee being of the opinion tliat 
the question, being of so vital importance 
and being one in which members of (’ouneils 
and of tiie Legislature honestly hold such 
widely different views, would jeopardize the 
other legislation of such great importance to 
the city, have concluded to recommend no 
change in school matters in the accompany¬ 
ing act, but would suggest that if (’ouneils 
deem it expedient to ask for leg.station on 
that subject, that a separate form of an act of 
Assembly be proposed and submitted for con¬ 
sideration. 

The proposed act of Assembly is as follows: 
An Act in relation to the government of 
cities of the second class, lie U ordained and 
enacted by the Senate and House of Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania in General Assembly met, and it 
is hereby enacted J>y the authority of the 
same. 

Sec. I. That all laws now in force in rela¬ 
tion to cities of the second class in the Com¬ 
monwealth shall be and remain in full force, 
except as they may be changed or altered by 
tills act, and that all laws inconsistent here¬ 
with be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. The Select Council of such cities 
shall consist of one member from each want 
from and after the first Monday of April, A. 
I). 1881. They shall be elected for a term of 
three years, and the members of Die Common 
Council shall be elected for the term ol* two 
years, and the said Councils shall by ordi¬ 
nance regulate their times and days of meet¬ 
ings, and the mode of calling the same. 

See. X The legislative power of said cities 
shall be vested in said Councils. The execu¬ 
tive power thereof as is hereinafter provided. 

See. 4. The executive power thereof shall 
be vested in the Mayor, and in the depart¬ 
ments authorized by this act. '1 he Mayor to 
retain the powers lie now has except as here¬ 
inafter changed or modified. 

♦Sec. 5. There shall be the following execu- 
ti ve departments: Fi rst—Department of City 
Property, having charge of the wharves, 
markets, scales and public buildings. Second 
—'l lie Department of Public Safety, which 
shall have charge of the fire and police de¬ 
partments, which may be made auxilliary to 
each other in manner provided by ordinance. 
Third—Department of Public Works, which 
shall have control of water works, and sup¬ 
ply and assessment; streets, roads, sidewalks, 
bridges, sewers and light ing of street. Kourt h 
—Department of Charities and Health, hav¬ 
ing control of the matters and duties hereto¬ 
fore vested in the Guardians of the Poor, and 
the Board of Health. 

See. (}. The heads of the said departments 
shall be elected at the city election in 1884, 
each for the term of three years from the first 
day of April ensuing; shall Ik* voted for as 
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“chiof” of the department and give snob se¬ 
curity for the faithful discharge of duty us 
may be provided by ordinance before his elec¬ 
tion. 

Sec. 7. The Mayor shall have general super¬ 
vision of all the said departments, with power 
to direct, their odieers within their duties, 
under the laws and ordinanees, and with 
power also to prefer charges for impeaeh- 
ment, to be tried as now provided by law. 

Set?. 8. The police power of taking informa¬ 
tions, making arrests and preservation of the 

t jeaee, heretofore vested in the Mayor, shall 
lereafter vest in the Mayor and live police 
magistrates to he appointed by him in such 
districts of the city as shall by ordinance be 
designated, whose term of office shall be dur¬ 
ing good behavior, provided the same does 
not extend beyond that of the Mayor by 
whom they should be appointed. The said 
magistrates to receive such salary as may be 
fixed for each one by ordinance, and they 
shall pay into the city treasury all costs and 
fines received by thfcm in the discharge ot 
their duties as police magistrates, and make 
such reports as may he required by ordinance. 

See.lt. The Mayor shall make monthly re¬ 
ports to < ouncils of the condition of each de¬ 
partment, showing the number of employes, 
the character of the contracts made by them, 
it lid the state of its nuances; and shall also, 
in the month of January of each year, in con¬ 
nection with the l ontroller and City Treas¬ 
urer, make an annual report to the Councils 
of the state of the city finances, and estimates 
for the probable expenses of the several de¬ 
partments for the ensuing year, for the pur¬ 
pose of aiding the ( ormn It tee on Finance of 
Councils in making their annual levy and 
appropriation ordinances. 

See. 10. The offices of Controller and Treas¬ 
urer to remain as they have been heretofore. 

See. II. The Mayor shall nominate and by 
and with the consent of the Select Council 
appoint the city Solicitor, who shall hold his 
office during the term of the Mayor by whom 
lie is appointed, unless sooner discharged by 
him or removed by impeachment for mish<*- 
liavior. 

See. 12. The Councils shall by ordinance or 
ordinances enacted before the first Monday 
in January, A. I). 1881, provide for the carry¬ 
ing this act in to effect; by making provisions 
for the balloting for the beads of departments 
at the ensuing election; designating the sala¬ 
ries thereof; the offices to be occupied by 
each; the number and grade of their em¬ 
ployes and clerks, and the amount to be paid 
them; tile manner of keeping ttie accounts; 
the mode of receiving complaints of the puli- 
lie; and such other matters {not inconsistent 
with this act) as may in their opinion he per¬ 
tinent and relate to the same, and perfect 
iJieir efficiency; and they shall also by ordi¬ 
nance dispense with any othce or ollieer not 
required by any of said departments, the 
duties of which relate to the same, and that 
all laws now in force in relation to said cities 
remain in full force until this act shall go into 
effect on the first Monday of April, A. J>. 
18,84.

debt retired will materially lighten .taxation.

To the Honorable the Select and (Common Councils 

of the 0/7.v of Pittsburgh : 

Gextlemkn—T he Ordinance No. 134, Select 
Council, entitled “An Ordinance granting 


certain rights and privileges to the Pittsburgh 
Fast End Railroad Company,” having been 
referred to me,l deem It my imperative duty 
to return the same to you without my ap¬ 
proval. After a careful consideration of its 
terms and the Injuries that will result from 
the construction of the railroad under it, not 
[ only to the streets it occupies or crosses, 
but to private property on its route, I am 
deeply impressed with the duty I owe to pro 
. tect the city from an evasion of its rights. 
I Already the main thoroughfares of the city 
are so covered with street car tracks that 
travel in ordinary vehicles Is rendered ex¬ 
tremely annoying and at times dangerous. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad Company, by its 
I tracks on Liberty street, from the Futon 
Depot to the Point, and the running of its 
j trains over them, has made one of the widest 
and best streets of the city practically useless 
to the public. 

The constant passage of trains over Penn 
avenue and Liberty street at grade, by the 
Pittsburgh, Ft. Wayne and Chicago Railroad 
Company and other companies, has made 
travel on that avenue very hazardous and a 
source of continued complaint by hundreds 
of people on foot and In vehicles, who are 
necessarily detained by the obstruction of .the 
avenue and street. The crossing of Second 
avenue at grade, by the Pittsburgh, Cincin¬ 
nati and st. Louis Railway Company, has in 
like manner greatly hindered the public In 
its use, and been tlie occasion of several acci¬ 
dents. The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company, now operating the Pittsburgh and 
Connellsville Railroad, has seriously* impaired 
that avenue by encroachments upon It 
and caused public travel along and across it 
to be hazardous and a source of daily incon¬ 
venience. When you reflect that all the 
main avenues and some ofthc most valuable 
streets of the city for business purposes are 
covered with double track passenger railways, 
the exclusion of the public in any fair use of 
the highways, it may well be questioned 
whether the East Knd Railroad Company 
should be allowed to utterly destroy streets, 
in the East Knd that before long will be re¬ 
quired by the people. If Penn avenue, 
Liberty avenue, Sixth avenue, Wood street, 
Smithfiekl street. Grant street, Fifth avenue, 
Centre avenue, Second ana Carson streets are 
virtually given up to streetcar travel and the 
steam railroads, as J have stated, greatly Im¬ 
paired the public right to the streets they 
cross and use, is it not prudent now to prevent 
the East End Railroad Company from occu¬ 
pying, crossing at grade and cutting down 
streets that tlie people in the Fast End are en¬ 
titled to have free and unobstructed for their 
use. 

While I freely admit the property of tho 

















city will be enhanced by every new railroad 
terminating in lb yet It mint not lieforgotten, 
ami experience Justifies the assart Ion, that 
railroad companies run their llnrs to make 
all the money they ran out of them with 
little regard to the rights of individuals, or 
t lie rights of the public In the use of streets. 
Kven when hound hy rigid terms as to sue}) 
use hy ordinance they manage to evade them, 
and when once their tracks are down, the 
mischief is done without hope of relief. In 
my Judgment lh<‘ ordinance before me is 
open to objections which it is my duty to lay 
before you, for it is in terms too vague, and 
grants privileges which will certainly result 
In their exercise to the detriment of the pub¬ 
lic In the use of many streets. Properly to 
comprehend the whole subject, I took the pro¬ 
file of the route of the hast Knd Kail road 
Company, tiled in the ollice of the City En¬ 
gineer, and compared It with the ordinance 
whether it correctly represented what the 
company could rightfully do under it. After 
looking carefully at both I find there are 
glaring inconsistencies in the profile when 
compared with the requirements of the ordin¬ 
ance. I have reasons to believe that the pro¬ 
file now on tile was not the one originally 
placed there, but another was substituted for 
it on the afternoon of the day the ordinance 
finally passed Common Council. This fact 
may account for the failure of some Council- 
men to have known what T now respectfully 
suggest. 

The first section of the ordinance defines 
the route of the railroad and declares as fol¬ 
lows: “Peginning at Grant street and 

Denny’s alley, 1 lienee along said alley to 
Chatham street, crossing the intersection of 
strawberry alley and Fountain,street: thence 
crossing Chatham street between Denny’s 
alley and Fountain street, crossing Seventh 
avenue and Hickory alley above Fountain 
street, 2<H) feet below Pedford avenue. The 
crossing of Seventh avenue, Washington 
street and Brereton avenue and Thirty-third 
street to lie overhead and .sufficiently elevated 
to allow the free and uninterrupted passage 
of vehicles underneath, the bight of said 
bridges to be not less than 14 feet in the 
clear.’’ 

Put t)»e profile shows at O’Xeiil’s alley the 
grade of the railroad to be only 1*2 feet it 
inches above the alley, and from this '&% feet 
must lie deducted for rati, floor, beams ami 
stringers of the bridge, which will only leave 
P feet el^ar, instead of 14 feet, as required by 
the ordinance. At Fountain street the pro¬ 
file shows an elevation from the rail to the 
street of only 1L feet <1 inches, from which 
deduct %% feet and the clearance is only H 
feet. 

should Washington street he closed at any¬ 
time. about which there is now a dispute. 
Fountain alley will be practically closed to 
the public for the passage of loaded vehicles. 
Following the profile, I find only x feet of a 
clearance at < batbam street; at Washington 
street 14 feet clear on the north side and only 
12 on the south side. Tf double tracks or sid¬ 
ings should be put down at these points, then 
the clearance would he considerably less and 
tire streets be practically closed. 

The portion of the first section of the ordi¬ 
nance I have heretofore set out requires an 
overhead crossing at Prereton avenue of not 
less than 14 feet, but on the profile only a 
clearance of 4 feet rt inches is shown, a dif¬ 
ference of B feet « inches,so that an overhead 
crossing would he impossible. Tills avenue 
leads down to the bridge at Twenty-eightli 


street, over tlie Pennsylvania Uailroad tracks, 
and affords an outlet for the people residing 
in the upper wards. If the East End Railroad 
should be built as thus projected on the pro¬ 
file, the people will be deprived of the benefit 
of tiie Twenty-eighth street-bridge, Prereton 
avenue will be cut asunder, and all the 
benefits that the city intended to result from 
compelling t lie Pennsylvania Kail road Com¬ 
pany to bulhl the Twenty-eighth street bridge 
will l>e lost, ami the money laid out iu its 
erection bo of no avail. Are Councils willing 
to allow such consequences when they can 
prevent them ? 

ft is a physical impossibility for the East. 
Knd Railroad Company to construct Its line, 
as shown by flic profile, without this lasting 
injury to Ilrereton avenue. At Shakespeare 
street the profile shows a. cut across it of S 
feet G inches, making it necessary that the 
street should be cut down to that depth, and 
the grade changed for at least three or four 
hundred feet on each side of the out. If this 
be not done, then to oartry the street over the 
railroad, there would have to he a fill of not 
less than 10 feet. 

The ordinance wholly omits any provision 
as to how the railroad shall be constructed at 
this point, and, In my opinion, the omission 
leaves open for abuse the rights of the public 
and private property owners. If the construc¬ 
tion oe done in accordance with the profile 
most disastrous consequences must result. 
Certainly Councils must have failed to detect 
this grave omission when the ordinance was 
before them, else they would have guarded 
against them. How is the railroad to be built 
at this point, if not by the profile? What is 
la the ordinance to restrain the company to 
do as it pleases? 

The first section of tlie ordinance enacts; 
“The Pittsburgh East Knd Railroad Com¬ 
pany be and is hereby authorized and em¬ 
powered to enter upon and lay down a single 
or double track railroad of the standard 
gauge, not exceeding BO feet in width, with 
such switches, turnouts and sidings as may 
be necessary to accommodate the business 
ami fra/fic of said railroad, over, upon and 
along the streets and alleys on the route 
given. In my judgment it is a very extra¬ 
ordinary grant of power as thus set forth ; not 
only can double tracks lie laid over and along 
the streets enumerated, but sn itches, turn¬ 
outs and sidings may be laid on them. To 
allow such an exercise of power would be 
virtually to allow the company to wholly 
occupy the streets in a way that would be a 
constant source of annoyance to people resid¬ 
ing on the street by the standing of oars and 
making up of trains on such crossings. 

The second section of the ordinance requires 
that the railroad shall cross Station street at 

radc. This street leads from Penn avenue to 

’ran kstown avenue. The profile shows a cut 
of 2^feet on an average, which would practi¬ 
cally destroy the street as a means of easy 
passage between the two thoroughfares 
named. As also exhibited by it, the following 
streets, viz.,Rambert street will require a fill 
of two feet; Enterprise street a fill of five feet, 
and Putnam street a fill of seven feet. The 
grades of all these streets would have to be 
changed, and the property along them would 
thereby be depreciated in value. Rut the 
greatest injury to be feared would be that all 
these streets would be grade crossing and be 
dangerous to Die public in attempting to 
cross them. In examining that portion of 
the profile relating to the proposed branch 
railroad, l find that at (Taig street a cut pro 
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jectod of three feet six inches. This would 
require tv grade crossing dangerous to the 
public and likely to result in injury to the 
persons passing along it; and at Centre ave¬ 
nue, where the route of the railroad crosses 
it, there is a cut of 11 feet, rendering a change 
of grade of the avenue Imperative of from 
four to live feet, extending on each side of the 
cut a distance of 300 feet. This would be at a 
point most injurious to the avenue. The road, 
as shown on the profile, crosses liellefiehi 
avenue by a cut of six feet. If this he done 
another grade crossing will be of consequence, 
with steep descending grades on each side of 
the railroad, making it. extremely dangerous 
for people in vehicles to pass the crossing in 
safety. In fact ail places of this kind are 
man-traps and give rise to many and serious 
accidents. The steepness of the grades of a 
road reaching down to a railroad crossing 
has been shown by experience to be danger¬ 
ous for public travel. At Joncaire street there 
will be, as shown by the profile, another grade 
crossing. There will be on the branch line 
not less than 10 grade crossings, a fact which 
plainly indicates that it would he criminal in 
me to give my approval to the ordinance that 
falls so signally to protect the people from 
loss of life and personal injuries in attempt¬ 
ing to use the crossings after the completion 
of the road. 

On the main line, from Grant street to the 
driving park, there will be 14 crossings at 
grade. The city, by the contract with the 
Pennsylvania It ail road in 1873, required 
bridges to be made over its tracks at Twenty- 
eighth street. Thirty-third street, at Aiken 
avenue, Ellsworth avenue, Hiland avenue. 
Shady Lane and at Penn avenue, the object 
being to afford tHe people a safe means for 
crossing the tracks. These structures cost a 
large sum of money, and the company has 
derived great advantage from the contract. 
If the Past End Hailroad Company is permit¬ 
ted to build its line as now projected the 
public will in a great measure lose the benefit 
of the overhead bridges and be constantly ex¬ 
posed to danger and inconvenience In cross¬ 
ing the road at grade. 

It has been the policy of this city, as well as 
of Allegheny City, to prevent any more rail¬ 
roads being laid on streets at grade, and to 
my mind it is clear this line of policy should 
be pursued in the present instance. The 
second section of the ordinance relating to 
the work being done subject to the super¬ 
vision and control of the Ctty Engineer and 
making him the arbiter to determine whether 
the company is constructing its road within 
the requirements of the ordinance is, in my 
opinion, invalid. Councils have no right to 
delegate such power, or in any way bind the 
city to abide by his decision. So much of 
the third section as gives to the Street or 
Koad Committee the power to determine 
whether safety gates shall be placed by the 
company at streets crossed at grade, is in my 
opinion also invalid. Councils must pre¬ 
scribe by ordinance whatever police regula¬ 
tions may be necessary to protect people from 
injury at street crossings, and cannot place 
so important a duty on any of its committees. 
In my judgment there should have been in 
the ordinance fully set forth whatever might 
be necessary in the way of safeguards to pre¬ 
vent accidents. The Councils have no legal 
right to enact what is contained in the third 
section of the ordinance. It cannot be bind¬ 
ing on the city or the company, though both 
should assent to it, for there is no Legislative 
authority that gives either one the power to 
prescribe the money basis on which other 


companies might use the tracks if laid down 
under the ordinance. 

The heavy taxation, the enormous city 
debt and tlie necessity for economy in the 
city expenditures requires that every avail¬ 
able means should be used to lessen the bur¬ 
den of the people. "Why should the East End 
Hailroad Company not pay for the great priv¬ 
ileges it asks? Nowhere in the ordinance do 
I find that a dollar is to be paid in to the city. 
The city collects annually from her citizens 
i who use vehicles a tax which now amounts to 
a considerable sum. A considerable revenue 
is derived from switch licenses under the ordi¬ 
nances granting the same. Street car compa¬ 
nies pay a tax of a given amount on each car 
run, or a percentage of their earnings under 
the general ordinances allowing them to lay 
rails on the streets. In addition they are by 
law required to keep clean and in repair the 
streets they run over. 

The City of Allegheny receives annually 
from the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Hailroad the sum of $3,000 for the use of streets 
under a contract made some twenty years 
ago. Recently the Pittsburgh and Western 
Railroad ('o. obtained the right of way through 
that city and are required to pay annually a 
large sum of money for the privileges granted. 
The Pittsburgh and Connellsville Hailroad 
obtained from the City of Pittsburgh the right 
to extend its tracks along Try street but a 
short distance, for which it was to pay 8100 per 
year for the first and second years,£200 for the 
third and fourth years, SHOO for the fifth and 
sixth years and $500 per annum thereafter. Tn 
1804, the Pittsburgh, Fort Wayne and Chicago 
Hailroad Company paid the City of Pittsburgh 
$5,(XX) for the right to erect a pier on the Alle¬ 
gheny wharf close to the present bridge. 
Even during the war Knapp. Rudd Sc Co., 
canon founders, paid the city $175 per annum 
for a track from their works to the Allegheny 
Valley Hailroad to be used in facilitating 
transportation of cannon and heavy ordnance 
for the use of t he Government. 

Other instances could be cited where other 
persons and corporations have been compelled 
i by ordinance to pay for benefits granted. In 
my judgment, taking the sums paid as u basis 
I for calculating what the East End Company 
should annually pay the city for the 
privileges such as are sought to be conferred 
by the ordinance, I think $10,000 per annum 
would only be a moderate compensation. To 
grant such privileges, and nett require a fair 
equivalent, would be unjust to the city and its 
1 people. 

In my former communications to your hon¬ 
orable bodies, when returning ordinances 
without approval. I have most respectfully 
called your attention to the necessity of com¬ 
pelling corporations obtaining valuable fran¬ 
chises from the city, to pay for them. My 
views have not changed on the subject, and I 
deem it prudent again to invite your atten¬ 
tion to this subject. It must be apparent from 
the contents of the ordinance under consider¬ 
ation and the map and profile that accom¬ 
pany it, that the valuable franchises con¬ 
tained in the ordinance are to be used not 
only by the East End Hailroad Company but 
by some connecting line East. The corpora¬ 
tions using the city streets in the way pro¬ 
posed can well afford to pay annually a rea¬ 
sonable sum into the City'treasury for the 
privileges they enjoy. I can never consent to 
allow corporations to enjoy great benefits by 
using the streets of the city as a means of 
making money, without insisting that they 
j shall pay at least what private citizens are 
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obliged to pay for privileges enjoyed by them. 

Aside from the reasons above stated there 
is another reason why I should return tills or¬ 
dinance without my signature. It has conic 
to my knowledge that the maimer in which 
the passage of the ordinance was effected is 
so questionable t hat ( deem it a duty 1 owe to 
(‘ou n ells, as well as to t lie community at large, 
to plainly state that when i have cause to be¬ 
lieved that illegal and corrupt measures have 
been resorted to to affect the passage of an or¬ 
dinance, even though it should not be detri¬ 
mental to the interests of the people, I will at 
least do my part toward stamping out this 
dangerous and growing iniquity by returning 
such ordinances without my approval. 

That certain members of Councils were of¬ 
fered bribes in the shape of money and stock 
for their Inti nonce and votes by persons inter¬ 
ested in the passage of this ordinance, there is 
not in my mind a shadow of doubt, and to 
their credit be it said they refused to accept 
the disgraceful proposals. If the proposed 
road had no objectionable features, why re¬ 
sort to measures so disreputable and criminal 
to secure the passage of the ordinance? The 
gentlemen from whom I received my infor¬ 
mation on the subject are so well and favor¬ 
ably known (some of them being members 
of Council) that I would be remiss in a duty I 
owe to the public and recreant to my oath of 
office if I failed in calling your attention to 
this fact, leaving to your honorable bodies the 
duty of investigating the tacts now submit¬ 
ted and to take such measures for tlie arrest 
and punishment of the offenders as you may 
deem proper. After a careful consideration 
of the ordinance, much as J am anxious to 
promote 1 lie interests of the city by facili¬ 
tating the construction of railroads, yet under 
the circumstances and for the reasons above 
stated, I am constrained to return the ordi¬ 
nance without my approval.

Gentlemen—Y our sub-committee, author¬ 
ized under the Acts of Assembly and Ordin¬ 
ances of the city to refund the Sti’eet and 
Temporary Loan Bonds, not exceeding six 
millions of dollars, respect fully report, 

That their predecessors in the years 1880and 
1881, who then had this matter in charge, 
being desirous of providing against conting¬ 
encies and fluctuations of the money market 
during the next four or live years and of mak¬ 
ing certain of the reduction in the interest 
upon six million dollars, did, in the opinion of 
your presen t committee,discreetly and wisely, 
euter into a contract by 'which a certain ana 
sure provision Is made for the refunding of 
the whole debt at a reduction of 2 per cent, 
in the rate of interest now paid by the city, 
amounting to the sum of 3120,000 per year, 

A full report of the action of the sub-com¬ 
mittee of 1881 was made to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and by them was unanimously ap¬ 
proved. This report sets forth in detail the 
contract by the terms of which, Messrs. Mc- 
Candless, VVhelen and Scully agree to refund 
the bonds at 5 percent, interest and to provide 
the city with funds to pay all bonds as they 
mature, should they not be refunded prior to 
maturity. The said funds must be paid by 
them to the City Treasurer thirty days before 
tiie date of maturity of any of said bonds, they 
the said McCandless, Whelen and Scully to 
receive new bonds for the money so paid to 
the Treasurer. 

Although it may be the opinion of many 
that bonds may have been negotiated for a 
less rate of interest than that of 5 per cent., 
yet the present condition of the money mar¬ 
ket attests the wisdom of the action of the 
sub-committee, which insures the city a cer¬ 
tainty of not being compelled to pay a greater 
rate of interest than 5 per cent, and the further 
certainty of being provided with money for 
the payment of the oonds at maturity. 

Whilst the Acts of Assembly and Ordinances 
of the City make the duty of refunding this 
debt solely the act of the sub-committee, yet 
in their opinion, a proper respect for the 
Councils requires that the action of the 
committee should be reported for the infor¬ 
mation and approval of tlie whole body.

Viewers of cost of sewers in the Twenty- 
eighth ward, Pittsburgh, submits the follow¬ 
ing: 

1. That in -, A. D. 1882, a petition 

for a sewer on Fifteenth street, lUngham and 
Muriel streets, was tiled, and in Street Com¬ 
mittee reported favorably and referred to 
the Board of Viewers. After examination the j 
Board of Viewers reported favorably, and 
throe ordinances were prepared and duly 
passed by Select and Common Councils, the 
contract duly let and the sewers completed. 

Thereupon the Board of Viewers prepared 
their report of assessments, and acting under 
direction of the City Solicitor, treated the 
three sewers as entirely disconnected, Instead 
of treating them as one sewer system and as¬ 
sessing accordingly.

per foot front. 

The total cost of each lineal foot of sewer on 
Fifteenth street was $3.17, and of each foot on 
Bingham street 

The report of t he Board of Viewers was re¬ 
turned to Common Council, and by Common 
Council referred back with Instructions to 
treat the sewers us one system and assess ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Acting upon this the Board of Viewers pre¬

The act of Assembly, passed May 80, 1872, 
enacts— 

Section 12. Whenever the Councils of said 
City of Pittsburgh shall desire to re-grade or 
re-pave any street, lane or alley, or parts 
thereof, either with the same or improved 
kind of paving, and the cost of the original 
grading or paving was paid by the property 
holders, it shall be the duty\of said Councils 
to refer the petition therefor to the Viewers 
appointed In pursuance of this act, who shall 
inquire whether the improvement is a local 
or general benefit, or partly local, and, if they 
shall report that it was in whole or in part 
local benefit, they shall designate the district 
to be benefited thereby, and the proportion to 
be be paid by the district benefit ted. 

Section 13. When the Viewers shall have 
reported to Councils they shall have power to 
provide by ordinance for the re-grading or re¬ 
paving of said street, lane or alley, or part 
thereof, and that the cost, and exppnse thereof 
shall be assessed wholly or partly upon the 
district designated in accordance with said 
report, * * * 

Section 14. When any street, lane or alley 
or part thereof shall have been re-graded or 
re-paved under an ordinance directing a local 
assessment therefor, the proportion of the cost 
and expense thereof which may be ordered to 
be paid by local assessment shall bo assessed 
by the Viewers appointed under the pro¬ 
visions of this act upon the property in the 
district designated, in proportion to the said 
i property respectively, in the same manner 
and/ubject to all the regulations relating to 
assessment for damages caused by change of 
grade of streets, so far as applicable, but no 
appeal shall be taken except as to the proper 
distribution ol‘ the assessments upon the 
property in the district designated. 

It follows from this legislation— 

1st. That whenever a petition is presented 
to Councils for the re-grading«or re-pavlng 
i any street, lane or alley, the original cost of 
which has been paid by the property holders, 
the matter must first be referred to the Hoard 
of Viewers, who are to inquire and report to 
Councils whether the contemplated work is of 
a local or general benefit, or partly local: and 
if they shall report to Councils that it is in 
whole or in part local benefit, the Board of 
Viewers shall designate the district to be ben¬ 
efited thereby, and the proportion to be paid 
by such district. 

2d. The report of the Hoard of Viewers is 
conclusive upon Councils, first, as to whether 
the improvement is of a local or general ben¬ 
efit, or partly local, and second, as to the dis¬ 
trict benefited, and the proportion of the cost 
to he paid by such district, 

3d. I do not understand it to be obligator? 
upon Councils to pass an ordinance for such 
re-grading or re-paving. The act gives you 
power so to do, but docs not command it. If 
such ordinance is passed, however, the report 
of the Viewers forms the basis of your action.

To the Select and Common Council * of the City 
of IHttAburgh : 

Okkti.kmkn —The undersigned, members of 
the Special Committee appointed by the 
Select and Common Councils of the City of 
Pittsburgh, “to consider and report what 
legislation is required ami what action 
should be taken in relation to the generous 
• oiler of Andrew Carnegie, Esq,, to present to 
the city a public library,” respectfully re¬ 
port that they have carefully considered the 
subject, and have had frequent meetings, at 
Boine of which prominent citizens of the 
City of Pittsburgh were present, on the invi¬ 
tation of the Committee, for tiie purpose of 
consultation. 

The munificent offer of Mr. Carnegie to pro¬ 
vide the City of Pittsburgh with a free 
library, at a cost of two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars to himself, on the condi¬ 
tions set forth in his letter of the 2T)th of 
November 1881, addressed to the Mayor of 
this City, was communicated to the Coun¬ 
cils by Mayor Lyon, on the 5th day of 
December 188), and such action was taken 
thata committee was appointed to consider 
the matter and report to the Councils. That 
committee was immediately confronted 
with the difficulty of want of power in the 
City of Pittsburgh to accept the gift on the 
condition of the donor without enabling 
legislation. The General Assembly of tills 
State was not then in session, and under the 
constitution and laws of the Common¬ 
wealth could not meet in regular session 
until the first Tuesday of January 1883, and 
the powers of that committee terminated 
with the Councils of 1881-2. On the 26th of 
June, 1882, the resolution under which the 
present committee was constituted was 
passed finally. 

Some of the members of the present commit¬ 
tee were also members of the committee 
appointed in December, 1S81, and both 
committees were front the first, unani¬ 
mously and earnestly in favor of recom¬ 
mending to the Councils the accept¬ 
ance of the gift on obtaining the needed en¬ 
abling legislation. Every member of both 
committees was impressed with the noble 
and disinterested devotion of Mr. Carnegie 
to the interests of the city with which lie 
had been so long identified and so con¬ 
spicuously manifested in his beneticient 
offer, and your committee recommend the 
adoption of a resolution tendering t lie 
thanks of the people of Pittsburgh, through 
their representatives in Councils, to Mr. 
Carnegie for his liberal offer of a free library, 
and requesting the Legislature to pass such 
an act as may enable the City of Pittsburgh 
to accept the same. It is quite unnecessary 
for your committee, in the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, to present the 
numerous and inestimable benefits result¬ 
ing to the public from the establishment 
of a well selected and judiciously man¬ 
aged public library; nor for your com¬ 
mittee to say more on this subject than 
that the conditions of the donor, the 
identity of his interest and the associa¬ 
tion of his name with the enterprise itself, 
present the strongest guaranties of the bene¬ 
fits and entire success of the proposed free 
library. 

The principal matter for the consideration of 
3 ’our committee was the substance and 
form of the enabling legislation necessary 


to empower the (Tty of Pittsburgh to ac* 
c.ept a donation. Here considerable dtffi* 
cullies were presented. The offer of Mr. 
Carnegie is on the condition that the city 
annually provide fifteen thousand ($15,000) 
dollars for the maintenance of the library. 
I’liis sum is the annual Interest of two hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand ($250,000) dollars, ac- 
cording to the legal rate established in 
Pennsylvania. To the legal mind, an agree¬ 
ment on the part of t lie City of Pittsburgh to 
raise annually by taxation the sum of fifteen 
thousand ($15,000) dollars, to be devoted to 
tiie purpose above mentioned, is, in sub¬ 
stance and effect, the same thing as creating 
a perpetual debt of two hundred and fifty 
thousand ($250,000) dollars, and the indebted¬ 
ness of the City of Pittsburgh being at the 
present time in excess of the constitutional 
limitation, it was difficult to see what form 
of legislation could grant a power, the exer¬ 
cise of which in the present condition of the 
City of Pittsburgh, Is forbidden. Possibly 
these legal objections may be satisfactorily 
answered and explained away. Tiie ob¬ 
jections rest on the basis of a contract made 
and obligations assumed, which is tanta¬ 
mount to an actual increase of the indebted¬ 
ness of the city; but in tiie judgment of your 
committee, it would be much better to avoid 
making a contract or assuming any obliga¬ 
tion in the matter in tiie present state of 
the indebtedness of the eit 3 \ Mr. Carnegie 
proposes in substance to donate two hun¬ 
dred and fifty ($25tMX)D) dollars on condition 
that the city annually raise fifteen thousand 
($15,000) dollars, if this gift be accepted, 
under proper enabling legislation, it will be 
a gift on condition that the city authorities 
do annually appropriate that sum. should 
tiie city fail to make the appropriation the 
gift would revert, as it ought, to the donor. 
Jt Is understood that Mr. Carnegie Proposes 
to purchase grounds and erect a building 
suitable for tiie purposes of a free library. 
So long as the City of Pittsburgh shall con¬ 
tribute fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollars 
annually for the maintenance of the library, 
the same will be open, free and for the use of 
thcpublic; but should the Councils fail at 
any time to make the annual appropri¬ 
ation, Mr. Carnegie and his heirs might 
enter on condition broken, and declare a 
forfeiture. 

The committee do not doubt that a majority 
of tiie people of Pittsburgh is so large as to 
render the minority, if any, Insignificant in 
numbers, would earnestly, and we think 
successfully advocate the yearly' appropri¬ 
ation. should it be otherwise, the City of 
Pittsburgh would pursue a course without 
precedent in tiie history of cities of the 
Uni led Mates and Groat I hi tain with a 
single exception so far as known to this 
committee. What there is needed is an 
Act of tiie General Assembly* of Pennsyl¬ 
vania authorizing any* incorporated city 
within the Commonwealth to take and hold 
any* grant or donation of money, books ami 
manuscripts, or property, real and personal, 
for tiie purpose of establishing a free library 
within ibo limits of such corporation, and 
to make provision by annual appropri¬ 
ation for the maintenance of such free 
library ; or, if thought proper, the grant of 
power might be confined to cities of the 
second class. iShould such an Act be passed, 
the wise course for the city to pursue would 
be simply to accept tiie donation, on tiie 
conditions of the doner, and should the 
City of Pittsburgh, through the Ci ty (’ouncils, 
fail to comply with these conditions and 
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especially with the one requiring the annual 
appropriation, nothing would result but the 
loss ot the gift. There would be no trnee of 
con tract or perpetual obligation in such ac¬ 
ceptance. It would be a direct appeal to 
the citizens of Pittsburgh to come forward 
and maintain a public Institution found¬ 
ed by the generosity of one of her distln- 
gnlsed citizens; and if the citizens of Pitts¬ 
burgh, contrary to the confident expecta¬ 
tion of your committee, should fail to ap¬ 
preciate the advantages sure to proceed 
from tills noble donation, it is only com¬ 
mon justice that the grant and gift should 
revert to the donor. 

The committee herewith |report a draft of a 
proposed Act of Assembly, which will iflt be¬ 
comes a law, authorize the city to accept the 
. donation and make the annual appropria¬ 
tion with the recommendation of the com¬ 
mittee that the Councils approve the same; 
also a resolution of thanks to Mr. Carnegie. 
And the committee would further say that 
if the Act is passed by the legislature the 
Councils can by Ordinance submit the 
question to a vote of the people as to the 
propriety of the acceptance of the generous 
offer of Mr, Carnegie.

To the Select and CXmimon Councils of the City of 

Pittsburgh : 

Gexti.emen— On the 27th day of November 
last Councils adopted the following: 

“ Resolved , That Councils declare said con¬ 
tract, in so far as it relates to Washington and 
Grant streets, null and void; and that the 
City solicitor be and he is hereby Instructed 
to take whatever legal action be may deem 
necessary to restrain said Company from any 
further prosecution of any work having in 
view the closing or obstructing of said 
streets,” 

The contract between the city of Pittsburgh 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company is ; 
not only one of great importance to the con- ’ 
tract! ng parties, but has given rise to repeated ; 


discussion, and has invoked several opinions 
from my predecessor in of lice. 

Appreciating the spirit of the resolution, 
and desirous of aiding Councils in any way J 
can, 1 have given the subject patient, and, as 
I believe, thorough investigation. 

In order that all the facts may lie laid before 
you, and that you may be fully advised of Hie 
position occupied before any furt her steps are 
taken, I herewith present for your considera¬ 
tion the facts as they appear from tlie records 
of Council, and the action taken by the 
officers of tlie city. 

First— On Hie loth day of April, 1ST), an 
act of Assembly was passed entitled "An Act 
to authorize lbe Select and Common Councils 
■ of the City of Pittsburgh to vacate streets and 
I alleys in said city.” The first sect ion provides 
“ that the select and Common Councils of the 
City of Pittsburgh be, and arc hereby granted 
free power and authority to make and enter 
> into a contract or contracts with the Pennsyl¬ 
vania Railroad Company, the Pittsburgh, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago Railway and the 
Allegheny Valley Railroad Company, or 
either of them, or the Pittsburgh and Ccm- 
nellsville Railroad Company, whereby public 
travel may be rendered more safe in sal deity, 
and the depot property of said companies, or 
either of them, may be enlarged and made to 
alt or d greater facilities for the receipt and 
shipment of merchandise, and the general 
comfort of the t raveling public.” 

“.section 1* —That said Councils, for the pur¬ 
pose of enabling said contract or contracts to 
be carried out, shall have, and are hereby 
given authority to vacate ami close up the 
whole or any portion of any streets or alleys 
in said city, and generally to do such acts and 
pass such ordinances as they deem ex- 

f >edientfor the purpose aforesaid; provided, 
lowevcr, that no street or alley, or portion of 
the same, as aforesaid, shall be vacated or 
closed up unless the said companies, or either 
of them, shall first acquire by purchase or 
otherwise, the property fronting on both sides 
of the street or alley, or such portions thereof 
that may be vacated or closed up.” 

Under this act of Assembly tlie power of 
Councils to pass ordinances and make con¬ 
tracts consisted therewith Is, I apprehend 
beyond di*cu<sion. 

By virtue of the power so conferred tlie City 
of Pittsburgh and the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company entered info a contract bearing tlie 
date December :40th, IK72, containing a clear 
statement of the terms and conditions upon 
which the rights and privileges were to be 
exercised. For the purposes of tills communi¬ 
cation the most important are: First—The 
duty resting upon tlie city; and, Second—Tlie 
time within which the work was to be done 
by the Pennsylvania Railroad Company. 
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Third—I Mho railroad company failed to com- j 
plete the work within the time mentioned, 
whs time the esse nee oft lie contract? And if I 
so, has tiie city waived ihc time, or performed 
sneh nets jin will amount in Jaw to a waiver of 
the time or work an equitable estoppel? 

r l he city agreed. 

First— “To re-locate Ellsworth avenue in 
such manner that the bridge therefore may 
be constructed at right angles with said rail¬ 
road/’ The city did not’relocatejthlsavenue, 
and the bridge was constructed conformably 
to the then location of tlio avenue, at a largely 
increased cost tot tie company. 

skcond—'J he approaches to cacti of said 
bridges, to wit, among: others, Koup street, 
Aiken avenue and 1 hlity-third street, were 
to lie graded under tlie acts of Assembly 
regulating the grading of streets. Koup street 
approaches have not yet been graded by the 
city so that the bridge might be constructed. 

r i tie approach for Aiken avenue was not 
provided until a recent period, and on the Ittth 
day of January, D82 the C ity Engineer sent 
notice thereof to Kobt. Pitcairn, Esq., Super¬ 
intendent, notifying him that Councils hav¬ 
ing passed an ordinance for the grading of 
Aiken avenue, to proceed with the erection 
of the bridge over their road at the Aiken 
avenue crossing, as provided by the contract 
of 1872. 

Third—'J he city was to make the necessary 
excavations in order that Dallas and Fifth 
avenues might pass under the railroad. These 
excavations remain unmade, although the 
cost of such excavation was to be paid by the 
property owners, legally chargeable for the 
same under existing lawn. 

Fourth—T he city was to revise and change 
the grade of Liberty street, between Twenty- 
eighth and Twenty-ninth streets, so that a 
suitable gradient might be obtained as a 
means of access to the twenty-eighth street 
bridge, and the damages caused thereby to 
be paid by tlie Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany. An ordinance was passed by Councils, 
October 8Jst, 1881, changing the grade of 
Liberty sheet. 

July 2-Uh, 1 h 82, the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company paid the city by voucher £1,784 for 
“ pay men t of assessm en t of d am ages ca u sed by 
the regrading of Liberty street from a point 
250 feet west of a point 485 feet east of Twenty- 
eighth street, ."aid assessment was made 
under an ordinance of the < ity of Pittsburgh, 
passed October 81st. 1881, and the said dam¬ 
ages made payable by the Pennsylvania Kait- 
road Company, under an agreement by said 
company, and as described by an ordinance 
of said city passed May 2(ith, 187H, which 
modifies the terms of the contract between 
the city and said company, dated October 
81st, 1872, relating to the vacation of streets 
and the building of certain bridges.” 

T i fth— r i lie city agreed to construct the ap¬ 
proach on the south side and provide room 
for supporting columns, with abutment and 
stairs on Liberty street, for a bridge. The 
company agreed to build a footway “of at 
least eight leet feet in width, for foot-passen¬ 
gers, over the tracks and premises of said 
company from the northerly side of Liberty 
street to the hillside, at such point east of 
Union Depot and west of Twenty-eighth 
street, as may be designated by the Pity En¬ 
gineer and the Engineer of tiie said Railroad 
Pom puny, with steps or stairs therefrom to 
Liberty street footway.” 

Thus far no steps have been taken to make 
this clause effective. 

Sixth— “The said city agrees to vacate 
Washington street, from Liberty street to 


Fountain street, and Grant street, from 
Liberty street to Seventh avenue, and alt 
streets amt alleys within the area of ground 
hounded by Liberty street, Seventh avenue, 
( berry alley and the westerly Hue of Grant 
street, extended/* 

Fia'Ai.ly— 1 The city agreed to “passany ordi¬ 
nance or resolution which may from time 
to time be necessary and proper to carry into 
effect the provisions of this contract, and join 
in urging any further legislation by the 
General Assembly of the State, as may lie 
found necessary to complete the arrange¬ 
ments herein proposed.” 

r J he Pennsylvania Railroad Company 
agreed. 

First— To rebuild in a good and substantial 
manner the bridge over said railroad at 1’enn 
avenue, and in like manner so much of ihe 
bridge at Center avenue as extends over the 
right of way of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company. 

Second —To construct a bridge at Thirty- 
third street “which shall extend from the 
south line of t he right of way of said railroad 
to the southerly line of Laurel avenue.” 

Third— "Said company agrees to pave Sas¬ 
safras alley, from Twenty-seventh to Thir¬ 
tieth streets, widened to the width of fifty 
feet at its cost; to construct an iron bridge to 
extend from Sassafras alley, about midway 
between Twenty-eighth and Twenty-ninth 
streets, to the southerly line of property of 
said company.” 

Fourth— The said company “agreeing to 
construct on the line of Washington street a 
substantial iron bridge for foot passengers, 
with a width of eight feet, extending from 
the line of Fountain street to-the northern 
side of Liberty street, with approaches by 
stops or stairs on both sides of said bridge, 
and on both sides of said street at the curb 
line, to the pavement of said Liberty street. 
And tlie said company further agree, at their 
own expense, to grade, pave and curb Foun¬ 
tain street, from Washington street to seventh 
avenue, to widen < berry alley fifty feet, mak¬ 
ing said alley seventy feet in width, and to 
widen Seventh avenue on tlie northerly side 
thereof, between Cherry alley and the cast 
side of Grant street, so as to make said avenue 
seventy feet in width.” 

Fifth—" Grant- afreet and Washington street 
shall not be vacated until Fountain street shall 
have been graded and paved, and Cherry alley 
and {seventh avenue widened , graded and re¬ 
paved , as hereinbefore provided , and until the 
above mentioned avenue—to be forty feet in wulth 
from Cherry alley to the Union Depot—be opened, 
graded and paved by said company .” 

Sixth— 1 “The bridge at Washington ■ street, 
and the streets connecting therewith, shaft he 
commenced forthwith and, prosecuted uiih dili¬ 
gence, and c<ympleted within eighteen (18) montia 
after the signing of tl\ is contract /’ 

Seventh— “That the said company hereby 
agree to grant said city, or to any per¬ 
son authorized by ordinance of said city, the 
right to erect one or tw r o inclined planes over 
said company’s grounds, from Liberty street 
to the hillside, at any point between Eleventh 
and Twenty-eight streets.” 

I have thus given a synopsis of the leading 
conditions of the contract of 1872. 

liy a subsequent contract between these 
parties, dated August 2<>, 1871, the provision re¬ 
lating to the bridge at Thirty-third street was 
modi tied. The fourth section of the supple¬ 
ment contract declared: “The said original 
contract between the City of Pittsburgh, and 
the Pennsylvania Railroad Company is here¬ 
by fart her amended so as to extend the time

for completion of the work, agreed to be done 
by the said company, to September 1, 1871.” 

On June 28, Ih7 \ Councils passed a resolu¬ 
tion extending the time for the completion 
of the contract to January 1, 1870. (See S. C. 
No. 1, series 1871). 

May 29, 1879, An Ordinance entitled “An 
Ordinance authorizing certain changes to be 
made in the contract made between the City 
of Pittsburgh and the Pennsylvania I tail road 
Company, dated October 51, 1872,’'was passed. 

The ordinance provides for the locating and 
vacating of certain streets in t lie vicinity of 
Twenty-eighth street, conditioned on the 
building of the Twenty-eighth street bridge. 

With these modifications, the contract of 
October ill, 1872, stands. 

I come now to the question whether assuin¬ 
tone to be of the essence of the contract above 
stated, the city lias, by its acts, and that of 
its odicers, waived the time, or performed 
such acts as will estop it in a court of equity 
from annulling the eon tract, in whole or in 
part. The main controversy in the ease arises 
from this provision of the contract, namely: 
“The bridge at Washington street and the 
streets connecting therewith shall lie com¬ 
menced forthwith and prosecuted with dili¬ 
gence, and completed within eighteen months 
after the signing of this contract.” The time 
was extended by Councils until January 1, 
1879. (Supra). • 

Noveinher 27,1882, Councils passed the fol¬ 
lowing resolution : 

“Kemlved, Thai Council,# declare said con¬ 
tract in so far as it relates to Washington and 
Or ant streets null and void.” 

Tf Councils can not annul the entire contract, 
they cannot an nul part. The power to destroy 
part involves the power to destroy the whole. 

What action has been taken that indicates 
a waiver of time, and shows that the city has 
regarded the contract as being in full force 
and el feet? 

First— Under the con tract the,Pennsyl vania 
Hail road Company proceeded with the work, 
when, on the 9th day of November, 1874, 
Councils passed the following: 

“Whereas, 'liiere are certain changes 
asked for in the alignment of the Thirty- 
third street bridge, and which are now under 
consideration, one recommended by the Sur¬ 
vey Committee and passed by Common 
Council, the other pending in Survey Com¬ 
mittee, therefore, 

“ Resolved , That the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company be requested to postpone action in 
the construction of said bridge until the mat¬ 
ter shall he finally decided.’’ 

This resolution was sent to tiie otficers of 
the Company, and was followed by a letter 
from the Company’s solicitors, dated Nov. 12, 
1874, as follows: 

Pittsburgh, Nov. 12,1874. 

E. & Morrow , Esg., City Clerk: 

Dear Sir —We are tu receipt from you of 
copy of resolution passed by Councils No 
vember 9, 1874, requesting delay in proceeding 
with the building of Thirty-third street 
bridge. I n reply we would say that the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad Company, at the request 
of members of the Survey Committee, did 
stop work for some days, at great loss, await¬ 
ing some definite request from the city au¬ 
thorities. No such request having been made, 
the Company proceeded to the building of, 
and are i mw building said bridge, i n accord- 
auce with the provision of the contract be¬ 
tween the city and the Company, and con- 
forniably to the line designated by the City 
Engineer. The extent to which the work 
has already progressed, the lack of any specific 


designation of what change may be desired, 
j mul the urgent necessity of taking advantage 
of the got ><l weather we now have, under a 
cessation of the work out of the question, 

besides this, the <’omparty lias been mged, 

I on all sides, by citizens interested, some of 
them Council men, to hasten with the work

July 24, 1882, the Uuilroad Company paid

in addition to the expense above stated, the 
lowering of the tracks, as provided in the 
contract, cost at least $25 ,ikhi, and the foot 
bridge crossing Liberty street at the foot of 
Washington has already cost 85,5!>5.3So 
that, according to the statement furnished 
me, the railroad company have expended the 
sum of $313,032,62 upon the work required to 
be done under the contract. 

FiFTii—Frorn the foregoing acts of Councils 
and the City Kngineer, it will be observed 
that the contract of 1872 has been treated as 
always in force and obligatory upon both 
unties. For nearly ten years work has been 
n progress under it, and when completed 
has been accented without lies! tat ion by tlie 
city, and in all that time no ordinance lias 
been passed by Councils looking to the 
abrogation of tlie contract. Valuable and 
vastly beneficial improvements have been 
made by the Company, accepted by the city, 
and now form part of the highways of the 
municipal corporation, and no notice of any 
kind given tlie Company of a purpose to 
annul tlie contract until tlie passage of the 
resolution of November last. My predecessor 
in office gave Councils an opinion in writing 
tlmt a resolution could not repeal an ordi¬ 
nance: 

“Can tlie resolution of November last, un¬ 
der the facts to which I call your attention, 
abrogate the ordinance and annul the con¬ 
tract? It seems to me it cannot be done. As 
there can be no action for damages, 1 he only 
remedy, if any exists, would be by a bill in 
equity. If the city seeks equity she must do 
equity. She cannot restore the status quo. 
The railroad company cannot be put in tlie 
condition it was in when entering into tlie 
contract. Tlie return of nil tlie money ex¬ 
pended by the Company, amounting to over 
8300,000, would not leave the parlies as they 


originally stood. Certainly the city cannot 
elect to take the benefit of all this work 
and money, and refuse |he further.perform¬ 
ance of the contract., because it may work in- 
I convenience, or even damage, to some per¬ 
sons. We are to look at the matter as a valu¬ 
able contract, deliberately entered into hy 
parties competent to contract, and the per¬ 
formance, to a very large extent, of the cove¬ 
nants to be kept by the t ‘on i puny. 

*• How the performance of this contract, in 
detail, is to effect private citizens is not now, 
not* cun It be, a question. What remedy the 
citizens may have, if injured, is outside of 
the question as to whether the contract is 
binding upon tlie parties thereto. It may well 
be that in the execution of this contract some 
private parly may sustain especial injury, 
and may have legal redress, but ibis can in 
no manner change the force of tlie agreement, 
as to the parties thereto; nor would it in any 
way be a materia) question in determining 
the respective rights and duties devolving 
upon the Company and city.” 

From the statement thus made my opinion 
is: 

Fikst— 1 That by the action of the City 
Councils and the officers of the city', the time 
within which tlie work at Washington street 
was to be done, lias been so far waived that 
the courts would not sustain an application 
to annul that part of the contract, relating to 
this street., nor sustain the action of Councils 
thereon. 

SkconI)—T hat the contract of 1872, and the 
amendments, are in full force and binding 
upon both corporations, and capable of en¬ 
forcement in the courts. 

Tin it D—Grant street and Washington street 
arc not to be vacated until Fountain street 
shall have been graded and paved, and 
Cherry alley and Seventh avenue widened, 
graded and paved, as provided in said con¬ 
tract, and should the Pennsylvania Hail road 
Company attempt to take Washington street, 
between Fountain and Liberty, for a bridge 
or other purpose, before grading and paving 
and widening the street, alley and avenue 
above named, tlie city would clearly he enti¬ 
tled to an injunction to restrain them from so 
doing. 

I do not. understand the erection of the 
bridge leading from the north to Die south 
side of Liberty street to be such a user of or 
infringing upon Washington street as would 
entitle the city to an injunction, and there¬ 
fore would not give tlie city Die right of re¬ 
moval by force. 

I have tried to furnish Councils all tiic light 
upon this subject I could get. 

Jf the Councils shall think my conclusions 
wrong, I will cheerfully obey, and strive to 
execute any further or other instruction you 
may see proper to give.

(vkntlknkx —The committee appointed by 
the Councils to investigate and ascertain the 
truth of the charges made by the Hon. It. W. 
Lyon, Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, in his 
message dated the 22d day of November, 
1882, in'which his reasons are stated for with¬ 
holding his approval of the Ordinance en¬ 
titled, “An Ordinance granting certain rights 
and privileges to the Pittsburgh Fast 
Knd Kail road Company,” that certain mem¬ 
bers of Councils were offered bribes in the 
shape of money and stock for their influence 
and votes, by persons interested in the pass¬ 
age of the Ordinance; that t lie passage of the 
same was effected by questionable means, ac¬ 
companied by the statement that there was 
not a shadow of doubt in his mind that offers 
of money and stock had. been made to mem¬ 
bers of Councils for their votes and in tine nee, 
respectfully reports: That the committee met 
on the 9th of January, 1883, at the olHee of the 
city Clerk, and was organized by electing I)r. 
Duly to be Chairman. The committee caused 
not ice to be served on tbe Mayor requesting his 
attendance at. the next meeting of t lie com¬ 
mittee, and then adjourned to January Jl, at 
*2o'clock i\ m., at the same place. The com¬ 
mittee having met on tbe lltli of January, 
Mayor Lyon appeared, was sworn, and testi¬ 
fied that.lie had no personal knowledge of 
any corrupt, solicitation of any member of 
Councils or knowledge of offers of money or 
stock for votes or influence to secure the pas¬ 
sage of the Ordinance. The charges con¬ 
tained in his veto message were founded on 
information communicated to him by John 
K. Scott, member of Select Council from the 
Second ward, verbally, and also by a sworn 
statement, the original of which was pro¬ 
duced before the committee, and a copy of 
which is attached to this report. The sub¬ 
stance of the affidavit is that Mr. Scott was 
approached by a party not named in the affi¬ 
davit, who desired him to vote and use his 
influence in favor of the passage of the ordi¬ 
nance, which was then pending in Select 
Pou nci l, agreeing that if lie would do so, lie, the 
said John Scott, should “receive remunera¬ 
tion, to wit, 8i(K) for his services thus rendered.” 
The date of this affidavit is November 21, 
1882, and was in possession of the Mayor be¬ 
fore the veto message was communicated to 
Pouncils. Tiie Mayor also furnished llie 
committee with the names of Win. McCon- 
way and Porter C. Friend, both members of 
the Common Council, and Mr. Cavanaugh, 
member of Select Council from t he First ward, 
a* nt.persons who had given him information 


that corrupt offers had been made to mem¬ 
bers of Councils to secure their votes and in¬ 
fluence in favor of the passage of said ordi¬ 
nance. The four members of Councils above 
named appeured before the committee and 
testified under oath. Neither Mr. MeCon- 
wiiy nor Mr. Friend had, or claimed to have 
had, any personal knowledge of the matter, 
and neither did more than communicate to 
the Mayor what he had heard from others. 
Mr. John K, Scott appeared before the com¬ 
mittee at the meeting held on the l“>t.h day of 
January, and In response to questions, testi¬ 
fied in substance that lie was offered £100 to 
vote for the ordinance that this offer was 
made by Samuel Mason, a resident of the 
Second ward, Pittsburgh; that lie met Mr. 
Mason in front of Municipal Hull, and they 
started to go to Hart-hold's saloon to get a 
drink, and that the offer was made on the 
street before they reached the saloon ; that no 
money was shown to hirn by Mason : that he 
did not know how the conversation com¬ 
menced, but that he understood Mason to 
offer him S100 to vote for t he ordinance, which 
lie refused. Mr. Scott does not give the date 
of this conversation, but says that it was while 
the ordinance was pending in the Select 
Council and before it had reached the Com¬ 
mon Council; that be communicated ttic 
alleged offer to the Mayor, and probably to 
members of (’ou nci Is, blit could not remem¬ 
ber names; that there was general talk about 
bribery; that it was bar-room talk, and that 
he understood that Mason’s alleged offer was 
a bona Jk/eone. He also testified I hat lie told 
the Mayor that he thought the stock of the 
road was In the market, hut did not know of 
tiny member of Councils getting any. He 
further testified that Mr. Manning, a member 
of the Common Council, had told him, in u 
beer saloon that he had been offered twenty 
shares of the stock. 

Mr. Samuel Mason, tbe person referred to 
by Mr. Scott, testified in substancce that he 
did not know of any corrupt otters having 
been made to members of Councils to secure 
their votes or influence in favor of the ordi¬ 
nance or any other measure; that he had 
several conversations with Mr. Scott in rela¬ 
tion to the ordinance, the first being in a 
saloon on Third avenue; that Mr. Scott was 
relating that lie hart been over the proposed 
railroad route in a carriage with other Coun¬ 
ci linen and hud afterward dined at the Monon- 
galicla House; that the next conversation 
was in front of Municipal Hall; that he had 
I asked Scott if he could not vote for the nrdi- 
i nance, and that Scott said he could not, and 
the reason given for not voting in favor of it 
I was that a friend ofhis in his ward, to whom 
lie was under obligations, wanted him to vote 
against it.; that they went to a saloon, and 
while there he (Mason) told him it would be 
worth £100 to him (Mason) if the ordinance 
passed ; that Scott laughed and said It would 
be worth a thousand, that since Hint time he 
(Mason) had ne\er spoken to Scott on the 
subject; that lie was not directly or indirect¬ 
ly interested in the matter and intended flic 
remark merely as a joke; that lie wns not a 
j stockholder, never had any stock and didn't 
know any man who had , that he was not em¬ 
ployed by tiie Fast Knd Hail road Company to 
promote*the passage of the oidimince. and 
did not know Hie President or any of Hie di¬ 
rectors of said company; that some of Ills 
friends desired Hie passage of the ordinance 
and lie wished them to succeed. 

Mr,Charles Manning,a member of Common 
Council, testified that, meeting Mr. Scott in a 
saloon mid hearing him talk of having been 
offered money and fifteen shares of sfoek for 
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his vote and influence in favor of the ordi¬ 
nance, he (Manning), in a spirit of hunter and 
Jest, told Heott- that he (Manning) had been 
ottered twenty shares; that it was not true 
that he had been ottered money or share** of 
stock by anybody, and he did not know any 
Councilman to whom such otters had been 
made; and that, regarding Mr. Keott as a man 
easily imposed upon by a story, he merely \ 
meant tote)) a lugger story than Scott was 1 

relating. j 

Mr. Cavanaugh, member of Select Council, j 
having been called, testified that he knew of 
no offers of money, stock or other valuable 
thing being made to members of Councils or 
to wiy member of Councils for bis vote or in- j 
tluencc in favor of the ordinance; but admit- , 
ted that he had told Mr. McConway that lie 
had known of such offers being made; that 
they were made to himself. He explained 
that he was jesting and joking when bespoke j 
of them. 

Mr. McConway heing called, testified that 
Mr. Cavanaugh had told him that lie did not 
know* of corrupt offers having been made to 
secure votes and influence in favor of the 
ordinance, and that he did not understand 
Mr. Cavanaugh, at the time, to be talking in i 
Jest. 

The committee examined 21 witnesses, the 
greater number of them members of Councils, 
hut no material testimony was elicited other 
than that the substance of which is given 
above. A number of members of Councils 
appeared before the committee and testified, j 
apparently under the misapprehension that ! 
every member of Select and Common Coun- | 
cils was to be examined. The President, 
Treasurer and all the active members of the j 
Kast Knd Hall road Company, and all persons 
known to have taken an active interest in j 
favor of the passage of the ordinance and 
several reporters of the press were called 
and examined. The newspapers of the city, 
at the request of the committee, published 
notices to any and all persons who had or 
thought they had information of corrupt 
offers having been made to members of Coun¬ 
cils to influence votes either in favor of or 
against the passage of the ordinance, to ap- i 
pear before the committee and testify, but 
no one appeared in response to Die invita¬ 
tion. 

It must be manifest from the above review ! 
and statement of the material parts of the i 
testimony that the charges under investiga¬ 
tion have not been sustained by the evidence. j 
No satisfactory testimony, nor, indeed, any j 
ev idence worthy of serious consideration has j 
been produced before the committee incul- j 
paling any person. There is certainly no i 
evidence that any member of Councils has 1 
been corruptly Influenced in casting his vote, j 
either for or against the ordinance; and there } 
is no testimony that approximates to proof { 
that any attempt, has been made to Improper- j 
ly influence any member of Councils in bis 
personal or official action in reference to this j 
ordinance. Doubtless Mr. Scott, in making I 
his communication to the Mayor and tlie 
affidavit referred to.acted In an honest con- ! 
vietton of the truth of his statements, but 
he seems to lmve been easily convinced 
that an assault on his integrity had been 
made. His conviction seemed to be less 
earnest when he was before the committee, 
in the presence of evidence of the j 
President, <11 rectors and stockholders of 
the Kast Knd Kail road Company, that 
Mr. Mason had no interest In the coin- j 
pany, was not employed by it, nor even j 
known to the officers or any of the stock- j 
holders, and of the Treasurer that not a dollar I 


bad been expended, set apart or made avail¬ 
able lor any purpose not entirely legitimate 
and the unequivocal denial of Mr. Mason that 
he had attempted to corrupt him. 

Mr. Scott's statements are wholly without 
corroboration. Tie would have been in better 
position,and his motives and conduct would 
have been entitled to more respect, if he bad 
com mun bailed to the Connell of which he is a 
member, at an early day, the alleged facts, 
afterward given to the Mayor. Ills plain 
duty as Councilman required this of him, 
The course which he pursued exposes him to 
the imputation of having lightly regarded 
the alleged attempt to bribe him, and of hav¬ 
ing been more concerned to procure the veto 
of the ordinance by the Mayor than to vindi¬ 
cate his own Integrity as a member of Coun¬ 
cils, and the honor and dignity of Ihe body 
in which lie holds a seat. 

Mr. Cavanaugh has placed himself in the un¬ 
enviable position which results from his hav¬ 
ing made the Mayor and Mr. McConway 
statements of serious import, touching the 
attempted bribery of members of Councils, 
including himself, and in effect retract¬ 
ing the same when he appeared before 
the committee. His statement before 
the committee is that he knew nothing 
exoepl what Scott had told him, and 
so said to the Mayor. Hut he admitted that 
he had told Mr. McConway and others that 
he had been offered money for his vote and 
Influence, explaining that the statements 
were made in Jest and were not true in fact. 
Mr. McConway, however, did not understand 
Mr. Cavanaugh to be speaking in jest. There 
is no evidence that Mr. Cavanaugh was im¬ 
properly approached, and he has solemnly 
denied under oath that anyone offered him 
money or any valuable thing for his vote or 
influence, and the committee -so find, but we 
feel that we cannot use terms of too severe 
reprehension in speaking of the kind of 
“joking” in which Mr. Cavanaugh indulged. 
Bribery is an odious crime, and the person 
guilty of it, whether briber or bribed, is 
wholly unfit for, and by law Is excluded from, 
all positions of public trust. It is not a sub¬ 
ject to jest about, either with the object of 
misleading a public officer like the Mayor, or 
in the common badinage of the drinking 
house. In the case of a member of Council, 
the habit of speaking lightly of official du¬ 
ties and obligations always lowers, in public 
estimation, the character of the man who in¬ 
dulges In it, though he may be personally 
honest and faithful. Indirectly, and it may 
be unintentionally, he injures the body to 
which he belongs, for the character of that 
body is the average character of the individ¬ 
ual members. 

But while the committee find, as they here¬ 
by do, that the charges made by the Mayor in 
his veto message have not. been sustained by 
the evidence, common justice requires us to 
say that the testimony taken and herewith 
submitted fully justifies the Mayor hi mak¬ 
ing the charges. ' He had ihe voluntary state¬ 
ments, verbally given, of two members of 
the Select Council, and the affidavit of one of 
them, that corrupt offers had been made to 
members of Council within their knowledge. 
He had what in law Is termed “ probable 
cause” for making the charges,and he would 
not have fulfilled the full measure of his duty 
if lie had not communicated to Councils (he 
Information in his possession, supplemented 
and corroborated, as it was, by the state¬ 
ments of Messrs. McConway and Friend, to 
whom Messrs. Cavanaugh and Scott had told 
the same stories. 

The committee, in conclusion, add fluff, In 
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the investigation, they went beyond the 
charges of the Mayor and the terms of the 
resolution under which they were appointed, 
but have found no evidence that corrupt of¬ 
fers or inducements were made or held out to 
any member of either Council to secure his 
vote or influence In favor of the ordinance re¬ 
ferred to In this report.

Up it resolved bft the mem¬ 
bers of Select and (bmmon (Yntnrils, That a 
coin mi t tee of seven he appointed, four from 
Common and three from delect, for the pur¬ 
pose of investigating whether any undue or 
corrupt influence was exercised by or over 
any member of Councils, city official or oth¬ 


ers, to secure the passage or defeat of any 
ordinance In favor of any corporation dur¬ 
ing the past three years, to ascertain whether 
any money, stock or other valuable tiling 
was promised, ottered to *»r accepted by any 
member of Councils for his vote or influence 
on such ordinances, and by whom so ottered, 
promised or given, and report the result of 
their Investigation to Councils. 

And that said committee be authorized and 
empowered, for the purpose ol" said investi¬ 
gation, by subpmna or* other process, to be 
issued by the Mayor, upon the direction of 
of the committee, to compel the attendance 
and testimony of witnesses, and the produc¬ 
tion of all books, papers, etc., which they shall 
deem necessary for the purpose of said in¬ 
vestigation.” 

The committee was duly organized, lias 
held several meetings and examined a num¬ 
ber of witnesses who were subpoenaed to at¬ 
tend its sittings. A majority of the witnesses 
produced answered voluntarily and fully; 
but some have refused to answer certain 
questions propounded to them, after having 
been duly sworn. Of those who refused to 
answer, several rested their objections on the 
ground that the investigation related to 
matters of private business, with which the 
committee and Councils have no concern. 
Accordingly at the sitting held on the 27th 
February ultimo, this sub-coni mittee was ap¬ 
pointed to inquire into the powers of the 
committee to compel, by proper process, both 
the attendance and answers of witnesses to 
such questions as might be put to them, and 
tlie production of books and papers, if needed 
in the investigation, with a direction to re¬ 
port to the committee at the present meeting. 

At an early stage of the investigation the 
opinion of the t'ity Solicitor, Mr. Moreland, 
was produced before the committee, in which 
it was denied that the Councils had pow T er, 
founded on express grant, or necessarily Im¬ 
plied from sped tic grant, to authorize and di¬ 
rect, .such an investigation as the present. 
In deference to the opinion of the City Solici¬ 
tor the sub-committee first examined the 
question of inherent poiver— a power resulting 
from the nature and constitution of a Munici¬ 
pal Legislature, and second reviewed the sub¬ 
ject of express power and power implied 
from particular grant, which had been con¬ 
sidered by him in preparing his opinion. 

INHERENT POWER. 

There arc certain powers inherent in all 
legislative bodies—powers which result from 
the nature and constitution of the bodies 
themselves without express specific grant. 
Such relate principally to the maintenance of 
order, fhe proper and convenient methods of 
transacting the public business, the protection 
of the members from insult and annoyance— 
the means of compelling their attendance 
and the expulsion of unworthy or corrupt 
members. In legal phraseology such powers 
areealled tlie “privileges** of the legislathe 
body ahd their invasion “breaches of privi¬ 
lege** and “contempts”—offenses which may 
subject, the offender to arrest and imprison¬ 
ment. Without these “privileges” no legisla¬ 
tive body, whether a Congress of the United 
States or a State or Municipal Legislature, 
could long maintain an honorable and useful 
existence. This doctrine is supported by 
high and abundant authority. 

Mr. Itawlein his able work on tlie Consti¬ 
tution, chapter t, page 4H, in discussing the 
power to arrest and imprison for “contempt” 
says, “Tills power has never been denied in 
any country and is incidental to the nature of 

































alJ legislative bodUm. If it possesses such 
power in the ease of an Immediate insult or 
disturbance preventing the exercise of Us 
ordinary functions, It Is Impossible to deny 
it in other cases, which, though less immedi¬ 
ate or violent, partake of Uk* same character 
by having a tendency to Impair the firm and 
honest discharge of public duties.” 

Chancellor Kent, a very distinguished au¬ 
thority, says: “There is no power expressly 
given to either house of Congress, to punish 
lor contempts except when committed by 
their own. members; but in the case of 
Anderson*who was committed by order of 
the House of Representatives for a contempt 
of tin* House and taken into custody by the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. an action of trespass was 
brought against tne officer and the question 
of tin* power of the House to commit for a con* 
tempt was carried by writ of error, to the 
supreme Court of the United States. The 
rourt decided that the House hod that power 
and that it was an implied power and of vital 
i mportance to the safety .character and dignity 
of the House. The necessity of its existence 
and exercise was founded on the principle of 
self-preservation; and the power to punish 
extends no further than imprisonment and 
that will continue no longer than the dura¬ 
tion of the power that imprisons. The im¬ 
prisonment will terminate with the adjourn¬ 
ment or dissolution of Congress.” Kent’s 
Commentaries seventh edition, vol. 1, pages 
•m and 2:t7. 

Judge story in Ids commentary on the 
Constitution, volume 2, Hbj-317, says; “Jt is a 
a power inherent in all legislative assemblies 
and is essential to enable them to execute 
1 heir great trusts with freedom and safety; 
and it has been frequently exercised, not only 
i»i Congress but by the respective branches of 
the State legislatures, and may be considered 
as Indisputably acknowledged and settled.” 

‘‘What acts shall amount to a contempt of 
either House of Congress an* not defined and 
must be left to the judgment and discretion 
of the House under the circumstances of each 
case.” (Kent’s Com., note r/, page 23ft, vol. ( 1). 

PRECEDENTS. 

iii the case of Anderson vs. Dunn, ftth 
Wheaton til) 1, referred to by Chancellor Kent, 
Anderson was committed on the warrant of 
Henry Hay, Speaker of the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives, the warrant not reciting any facts 
constituting the alleged contempt. The 
Supreme Court ret used to go behind the 
warrant to inquire into the facts of the case, 
holding that the House of Representatives 
was tlie sole judge of contempts alleged to be 
committed against its authority and dignity. 
The repot t gives no indication of the nature 
of the particular act charged as contempt, 
but Mr. .Justice Miller, in delivering the judg¬ 
ment of the court in Kilbourn vs. Thompson, 
13 otto,decided in October, 1*80, infers from a 
remark of counsel in the former case that tin? 
contempt consisted in an attempt to bribe a 
member of the House of Representatives, but 
whether within the walls of the House or out¬ 
side is not stated. Anderson vs. Dunn is the 
leading American case and authority for the 
doctrine so broadly asserted by Mr. Kawlc, 
Chancellor Kent and Judge Story; mwl the 
< ban color says: “ 1 lie decision of the supreme 
Court in the case of Anderson is accompanied 
with a course of reasoning which would seem 
to be sufficient- to place the authority, of 
cither House of Congress, to punish contempts 
and breaches of privileges on the most solid 
foundation, Independent of the absolute au¬ 
thority of the decision. The constitutional 
exercise of the same power by each House of 


Parliament lias been repeatedly vindicated 
iu Westminister Hull in the most masterly 
manner.’* 

Hut the power of a legislative body in this 
country to imprison for contempt, apparently 
so surely and (Irmly founded on the judgment 
of the Supreme Court in the case above cited 
and almost uninterrupted usage, besides 
being so strongly Intrenched behind the au¬ 
thority of Mr. Justice Story and Chancellor 
Kent, was rudely assaulted and much shaken 
by the decision of the supreme Court of 
Massachusetts in Hum ham vs. Morrissey, H 
(Hay, 22U, rendered In 18)H. The case was one 
of habeas corpus brought by the relator to ob- 
t tain relief irom Imprisonment by order of 
' tiie House of Representatives of Mussuchuetts 

for an alleged contempt of that body for re- 
1 fusing to answer questions as a witness and 
to produce books and papers, it is true Unit 
the prisoner was remanded ami the power of 
1 he House to commit him in that particular 
case was affirmed, but Hoar, Justice, deliver¬ 
ing the unanimous opinion of the court, of 
which the great Chief Juslice 8haw was a 
member, says: “The House of Representa¬ 
tives is not Die final Judge of its own powers 
and privileges in cases which the rights and 
liberties of tiie citizen are concerned ; but the 
legality ofits action may be examined into 
and determined by this courtand tin* court 
did, in fact, go behind the commitment to 
ascertain the facts, which were alleged to 
amount ton contempt. And in the case of 
Kilbourn vs. Thompson, 13 Otto, His, decided 
by the Supreme Court ot the United states, in 
October. 18S0, the case of Anderson vs. Dunn 
is in effect over ruled. Mr,-Justice Miller, 
delivering the unhiiJimmis Judgment of the 
court, says: “The case of Anderson vs. Dunn 
was decided before the case of stock dale vs. 
Hansard and the more recent cases of Hie 
Privy Council to which we have referred, it 
was decided as a case of tiie first impression 
in this court, and undoubtedly under the 
pressure of the strong rulings of the English 
courts, in favor of the privileges of the two 
Houses of Parliament. Such is not the doc¬ 
trine, however, of tiie English courts to¬ 
day. 1 ’ His Honor reviews tiie modern Eng¬ 
lish decisions and finds in them no support 
of the doctrine of Anderson vs. Dunn as 
applicable to any legislative body other than 
tiie British Parliament, which lias judicial 
powers arising out of its ancient constitu¬ 
tion, and that is not even applicable to the 
English Parliament to the full extent to 
which the doctrine of the case is puslied. 
The Massachusetts case of Burnham vs. Mor¬ 
rissey above cited is approved as a correct 
exposition of the true principle on the sub¬ 
ject. 

KI GUTS OF THE HOUSE. 

Mr. Justice Miller proceeds to say: “We are 
of the opinion that tiie right of the House of 
Representatives to punish the citizen for a 
contempt of its authority or a breach of its 
privileges can derive no support from the 
precedents and practices of tlie two Houses of 
the English Parliament, nor from the ad¬ 
judged cases in which the English courts 
have upheld these practices, nor taking what 
has fallen from the English judges, and 
especially the later cases, on which we have 
just commented, is much aid given to the 
doctrine t hat the power exists as one necessary 
toenableetthcr House of Dongress to exorcise 
successfully their functions of legislation. 

“ fills latter proposition is one wlilcli wo do 
not propose to decide in the present case, he- 
oause we arc able to decide it without passing 
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upon the existence or non-existence of such a 
power in uHl of the legislative function. 

“As we have already said, the Constitution 
expressly empowers each House to punish Its 
own members for disorderly behavior. We 
see no reason to doubt that this punishment 
may, in a proper case, be imprisonment, and 
that It may be for refusal to obey some rule 
on that subject made by the House for the 
preservation of order. 

“So also the penalty which each House is 
authorized to in diet, in order to compel the 
attendance of absent members, may be im¬ 
prisonment, and ibis may be for a violation 
of some order or standing rule on tne sub¬ 
ject. 

“Kaeh House is by the constitution, made 
the judge of the election and qualification of 
its members. In deciding on these it has the 
undoubted right to examine witnesses and in¬ 
spect papers subject to the usual rights of 
witnesses in such cases; and it may be that a 
witness would be subject to like punishment, \ 
at the hands of the body engaged In trying a 
contested election for refusing to testify, that 
he would if the case were pending before a 
Courtot Judicature. 

“The House of Representatives has the sole 
right to impeach ottlcers of the Government 
and the Senate to try them. Where the ques¬ 
tion of such impeachment is before either 
body acting in its appropriate sphere on that ; 
subject, we see no reason to doubt the right to 
compel the attendance of witnesses and their 
answers to proper questions in the same 
manner and by tlie use of the same means 
that courts of justice can in like cases. 

“Whether the power of punishment In 
either House by line or imprisonment- goes 
beyond this, or not, we are sure that no per¬ 
son can be punished for contumacy before 
cither House, unless his testimony is required 
in a matter into which that House has juris¬ 
diction to inquire; and we feel equally sure 
that neither of these bodies possesses the 
general power of making inquiry into the 
private aflairs of the citizens. 

KKAL ESTATE COOL. 

Hallctt Kilbourn was summoned to appear 
before a committee appointed by the House i 
of Representatives, to inquire into the allairs 
of wlmt was called the “Real Instate Poor 1 in 
the city of Washington, and to bring with 
him certain books and papers of tlie so-called 
real estate pool. A citizen who was indebted 
to the United States and Against'whom pro¬ 
ceedings in bankruptcy were pending in the 
United States District Court at Philadelphia, 
was it was thought, largely interested in the 
real estate pool. The object of the inquiry by . 

the committee was to discover facts in re la- J 

lion to liis alleged ownership and in aid of ; 
the pending bankruptcy proceedings. Kii- 
bourn appeared before the committee, but re¬ 
fused to produce the required books and 
papers and to give testimony touching the i 
alleged interest of the party in the real estate . 
partnership or combination. For this refusal, 
persisHed in for many days, he was adjudged 
by the House of Representatives to be in con¬ 
tempt, and by order of the House, Mr. Thorn p- i 
son, Sergeaiit-at-Arms, committed him to 
orison, where he remained forty-seven days. 
Kilbourn instituted an action for false im- | 
prlsomnent against the Hcrgeant-at-Arms j 

and certain members of the committee, and 
ultimately recovered, the {Supreme Court ; 

holding that the House of Representatives had 
ik) jurisdiction over the subject and that its ! 
order of commitment for contempt was no i 
protection to the scrgeant-atrArms for exe¬ 
cuting the same. 


The committee lias made a more extended 
Investigation of the subject of the powers of 
legislative bodies in this regard than under 
other circumstances might appear to be neces¬ 
sary. It is evident that much misconception 
exists on this subject, and that many investi¬ 
gations have been made by committees Of 
the two Houses of Congress and of the various 
State Legislatures in which thesubject matter 
was not withi n the cognizance of the legisla¬ 
tive body. 

The .Select and Common Councils of Pitts¬ 
burgh and the municipal legislatures through¬ 
out the whole country seem to have assumed 
without inquiry into the nature of their pow¬ 
ers that they were competent to investigate 
any matter which might fall, however re¬ 
motely, within the range of municipal cog¬ 
nizance. It.seems to have been thought that 
because the municipal legislature had power 
to legislate on a given subject, any succeed! ng 
body or bodies of counci linen might at any 
time inquire into the means and methods by 
which council men might have been in¬ 
fluenced in voting for or against the measure; 
and the same may be affirmed ot the Con¬ 
gress of the United States and of the legisla¬ 
tures of all the States. Your committee 
therefore thought it proper and fitting to ex¬ 
plore the sources of the power so often as¬ 
sumed, apparently without question, and re¬ 
port the law as found in the decisions of the 
courts and in the commentaries of writers of 
approved authority, and for the greater 
certainty to present the statements afid defi¬ 
nitions of the power, principally in the words 
of the judges and authors of the text-books, 

W e are consequently of opinion, founded on 
the authorities and reasons above given, that 
there is no such inherent power in the city 
councils as can authorize such an investiga¬ 
tion as the present. 

Is there express power, or power implied 
from any particular grant to the city of Pitts¬ 
burgh? 

EXPRESS POWER. 

The various acts of the General Assembly 
which together constitute what is called the 
charter of the city of Pittsburgh have vested 
in the .Selectand Common Councils larger and 
more extensive legislative powers than are 
ordinarily entrusted to a municipal legisla¬ 
ture. The act of March 18, 1816, incorporating 
the city, in addition to the powers granted 
by that act, gave to the city of Pittsburgh all 
the municipal powers which the city of 
Philadelphia then had, and contrary to the 
established rule of strict construction appli¬ 
cable to corporations, public and private, 
“there is a legislative mandate to the courts in 
Unit act to construe the grants liberally and 
favorably for the city. In common, too, 
with all the cities of the Commonwealth, the 
corporation of Pittsburgh lias many legisla¬ 
tive powers which are not to be found in our 
City Digest—such as the power to grant to 
railroad companies the right to lay their 
tracks on public streets, to be found in the 
railroad acts of 18-49 and 1888, and the act of 
1875, authorizing municipal corporations to 
changd, elevate, <tc., their tracks, &c., and in 
the various acts of Assembly, general and 
special, excluding street railway companies 
from the city without the consent of the 
municipal corporation, and many other acts 
of Assembly conveying special powers for 
specific purposes, directly or indirectly. 

Ry the acts of 1816 and 1867 the Select and 
Common Councils had full power to judge of 
the election and qualifications of persons 
claiming to have been elected to be members 
thereof. In the exercise of this power these 
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bodies had the undoubted right to.take testi¬ 
mony, and for that purpose to examine wlt- 
nesses and compel their attendance by com¬ 
pulsory process. This power has been taken 
away and lodged In the courts. By the 20th 
section of the act approved 1807 It is provided 
that “any members of the Select or Common 
Council may be removed or expelled from 
office by a vote of two-thirds of all the mem¬ 
bers of the Council of which he may be a 
member, and any officer elected by the voters 
of the city or of any ward or district may be 
removed from otfice by a concurrent vote of 
two-thtrds of all the members in each Coun¬ 
cil ; and any officer or agent appointed by or 
under the authority of the City Councils may 
be removed from office by a concurrent vote 
of a majority of alL the members of each 
Council: and In cases of members of Councils 
and elective officers, Councils shall make pro¬ 
visions by ordinance for making charges and 
trying the same. To enable Councils fully to 
investigate charges, members of Councils or 
other officers or such other matters as they may 
deem proper, the Mayor or Police Judge at the 
request of Councils is hereby empowered to 
Issue subpoenas and compulsory process to 
compel th«j attendance of persons and the 
production of books and papers before the 
Councils or any committee of the same.’* 

GRANTS OF LEGISLATIVE POWER. 

The sub-committee has found the grants of 
legislative power to the City of Pittsburgh to 
be very extensive as respects the subject of 
municipal cognizance and in most cases 
plenary, as regards the limits of the power; 
and that as if to exclude possible doubt, func¬ 
tions which exist by the plainest implication 
and inseparable from such bodies as the 
Select and Common Councils have been in a 
few instances specifically conferred. But it 
lias discovered no trace of an authority ex¬ 
pressly granted, or to be fairly implied from 
any express grant, to conduct such an in¬ 
vestigation as the present by committee or 
otherwise, with the power to compel the at¬ 
tendance of witnesses and amswer bo ques¬ 
tions, unless the power be found in the terms 
of the 26th section of the act of 1867 above 
quoted. 

The section in question refers principally, if 
not wholly, to the removal of Councilmen 
and other officers from office and to the sub¬ 
ject of supplying vacancies thereby occasion¬ 
ed. Any member of either Council “may be 
removed or expelled from office by a vote of 
two-thirds of all the members of the Council 
of which he may be a member," not arbi¬ 
trarily, indeed, but for misbehavior, neglect 
of duty, or other misdemeanor, (see act of 
March, 18,1816,) and of course, for any crime 
or cause, which makes him unfit for member¬ 
ship. “And any officer elected by the voters 
of the city may be removed from otfice by a 
concurrent vote of two-thirds of ail t he mem¬ 
bers in each Council; and any officer or agent 
appointed by or under the authority of the' 
City Councils may be removed from office by 
a concurrent vote of a majority of all the mem¬ 
bers of each Council." But the removals 
must be for cause as respects Councilmen and 
elective officers, as shown in the next mem¬ 
ber of the sentence : “And in cases of mem¬ 
bers of Councils and elective officers, Councils 
shall make provisions by ordinance for mak¬ 
ing charges and trying the same." ‘The 
power and method of investigation are both 
Judicial, furd the trial, as well as the form and 
substance of the charges to be tried, and the 
manner of bringing the subject before the 
Councils, have been clearly defined by an 
ordinance of Councils (see city code title 


“officers," section 8.) ft will be observed that 
while the act of Assembly makes provision 
that charges be made and a trial had only in 
the cases of Councilmen and elective officers, 
the ordinance applies the same method of in¬ 
vestigation to officers and agents appointed 
by or underthe authority of t he city Councils, 
The charges to be made and tried ffmst be 
'signed by three members of Council and 
“shall particularly specify tite offense and 
the time, and the place when and w here com¬ 
mitted." After the charges have been made 
a resolution of Council Is required to direct 
Uie trial thereof, which is to be had by a 
Board of Triers, to be appointed as stated in 
the ordinance. And, “to enable Councils 
fully to Investigate charges against.members 
of Councils or other officers or such other 
matters as they may deem proper, the Mayor 
or Police Judge, at the request of Councils, 
is hereby empowered to issue subpoenas 
and compulsory process to compel, the at- 
tendance of persons and the production of 
books and papers before the councils or any 
committee of the snmfe." Here is an ample 
grant of the power, the refusal to obey which, 
.when called into exercise by direction of the 
City Councils, is a cojitcmpl, and punishable 
assuch. 

TO REMOVE AND EXPEL. 

It will be observed that tile power to re¬ 
move and expel a Councilman and to remove 
a city officer, whether elected or appointed, 
must be exercised while the offending officer 
is actually In office. No person can be re¬ 
in oyed from an office unless be holds It. 
No Councilman can be removed or expelled 
from Council unless he holds a seat in that 
body. No sentence can be pronounced but 
that of removal or expulsion. Neither fine, 
imprisonment nor disability can be a part of 
the sentence or follow it as a consequence. 
No power Is given to investigate the conduct 
of a former officer. No authority to Inquire 
into the past record of a Councilman in and 
as a member of a Council other than the one 
investigating. A public officer removed from 
his office last year would be eligible this year. 
A Councilman expelled from the last Council 
and re-elected to this may lawfully take and 
hold hifcseat. Alleged misconduct In a former 
Council cannot be a cause for expelling him 
from one in which he now holds a seat. As 
above stated, the power to remove and ex¬ 
pel is in its nature judicial, and the function 
of a court is to hear and determine, but it 
can determine only by imposing a sentence 
or entering a Judgment, and it will not hear 
unless it can determine also. The power to 
adjudge sentence or decree is the very test 
of judicial power In a given case. 

It is also very clear that the investigation 
must be conducted according to the method 
prescribed by the act and ordinance, which 
.are exclusive indeed of any other. 

It remains to examine the force and effect 
of the phrase, “or such other matters as they 
may deem proper" in the sentence last 
quoted from the twenty-sixth section of the 
act of 1867. It will be observed that the 
power granted is only “to enable Councils 
fully to investigate charges against members 
of Councils or other officers or such other 
matters as they may deem proper," that is to 
say, it is a grant of means for the effectual 
execution of a power already granted. Full 
authority Is given, to the Councils to remove 
city officers and expel members of Councils; 
but to prove the charges on which Councils 
are to act, testimony is needed and a power 
to compel its production. It is not a sub¬ 
stantive or original grant, but is subsidiary 
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to the exercise of a grunt already made. 
Councils have plenary power over a great 
many subjects of municipal cognizance and 
when the power is clear, they may order an 
investigation and make it effectual, for this 
act gives the means of compelling the attend¬ 
ance of witnesses, answers to questions, pro¬ 
duction of books and papers, Ac. Standing 
alone, the so-called power amounts to noth¬ 
ing, for it is merely incidental and there is 
no such thing as an incidental power without 
a substantive power to which it may be In¬ 
cidental. The grant of authority to do a 
tiling may, and often does, carry with it the 
means necessary to execute the authority, 
but no one lias heard of a power being raised 
by a grant of means by which such a power 
might be executed, if it existed. 

Our act of March 18,1810, Is to be favorably 
construed for the city—a legislative direction 
which does not apply to the act of 1887; hut 
the most liberal construction possible could 
not raise a substantive power for the corpora¬ 
tion, unless expressly granted. Incidental 
powers may be implied ; substantive powers 
cannot be assumed to exist in any legislative 
body of limited powers, like a municipal 
legislature. It is not probable that the 
Legislature intended so much as tills, by the 
words above referred to, but we have given 
them the most liberal construction of which 
they are capable. In fact, the phrase quoted 
seems to be a stranger to the subject matter 
of the section, which relates wholly to officers 
and offices, the removal of the former and the 
filling of the latter. It is fair to infer that the 
legislative intention was, if any intention, 
Indeed, existed, to confine the investigation 
to the subject of offices and officers; and if 
carried at all beyond the method prescribed 
in the statute, it should he merely subsidiary 
to the main investigation. Hut be this as it 
may, we are clearly of the opinion that 
there is no power in the Select and Com¬ 
mon Councils to institute and conduct an 
investigation, such as is contemplated by 
the resolution under which the present com¬ 
mittee are acting; that there is no power 
in the Councils and, consequently, none in 
the committee, either expressly granted, 
necessarily Implied from a grant, nor in¬ 
herent In the Councils and resulting from 
their nature and constitution, to compel the 
attendance of witnesses, to compel such as 
do attend, to answer under oath, or to pro¬ 
duce books and papers. Our views are there¬ 
fore in accord with those of City Solicitor 
Moreland on this subject. We accordingly 
recommend to the committee to submit a 
report to the Select and Common Councils to 
the effect that we have no power to conduct 
the investigation of the matters and things 
mentioned in their resolution passed the 2flth 
day of January, 1888, and that the Councils be 
asked to discharge this committee.

Upon the average line of discounts of brok¬ 
ers, banks and banking institutions, one mill 
on each dollar. 

Upon the gross receipts of express com¬ 
panies, electric light, conduit,telegraph and 
teleplione companies, three mills upon each 
dollar of said receipts. 

Upon the gross receipts of persons engaged 
in the business of keeping pool tables, billiard 
tables, ten-pin alleys or bagatelle tables for

That for the purposes of defraying the In¬

“ I do solemnly swear (or affirm) that I will 
support, obey and defend the Constitution of 
the United States, and the Constitution of tills 
Commonwealth, and that I will discharge the 
duties of my office with fidelity: that 1 have 
not paid or contributed, or promised to pay or 
contribute, either directly or indirectly, any 
money or other valuable thing,to procure my 
nomination or election (or appointment), ex¬ 
cept for necessary and proper expenses ex¬ 
pressly authorized by law; that I have not 
knowingly violated any election law of this 
Commonwealth, or procured it to be done by 
others in my behalf; that T will not know¬ 
ingly receive, directly or indirectly, any 


money or oilier valuable thing for the per¬ 
formance or nori-perfornuince of any act or 
duty pertaining to my office, oilier than the 
com pen sal Um allowed by law.” 

in the case of the Commonwealth of Penn¬ 
sylvania, r;r rel., lintterfleld r*. McCarter (Pitts¬ 
burgh Lcf/nl Journal of January 4, 1882, page 
188). the supreme Court say: “'I he act of )8t4, 
which defines the kind of election expenses 
that may lawfully be paid by candidates for 
office, does enumerate municipal officers as 
among those who must take the constitu¬ 
tional oath.”

To the Honorable the Select and fjommon (tounciU 
of the City of Pittsburgh ; 

Gentlemen— The Ordinance No. 134, Select 
Council, entitled “An Ordinance granting 
certain rights and privileges to the Pittsburgh 



































Hast Knd Kail road Company,” having been 
referred to me, I deem It my Imperative duty 
to return the same to you without my up* 
proval. Alter a careful consideration of its 
terms and the injuries that, will result- from 
the construction of the railroad under It, not 
only to tlie streets it occupies or crosses, 
but to private property on its route, I am 
deeply impressed with the duty 1 owe to pro¬ 
tect the city from an evasion of its rights. 
Already the main thoroughfares of the city 
are so covered with street car tracks that 
travel in ordinary vehicles Is rendered ex¬ 
tremely annoying and at times dangerous. 
The Pennsylvania Hall road Company, by its 
tracks on Liberty street, from the Union 
Depot to the Point, and the running of Its 
trains over them, has made one of the widest 
and best streets of the city practically useless 
to the public. 

The constant passage of trains over Penn 
avenue and Liberty street at grade, by the 
Pittsburgh, Ft. Wayne and Chicago Railroad 
Company and other companies, has made 
travel on that avenue very hazardous and a 
source of continued complaint by hundreds 
of people on foot, and in vehicles, who are 
necessarily detained by the obstruction of the 
avenue and street. The crossing of Second 
avenue at grade, by the Pittsburgh, Cincin¬ 
nati and St. Louis Kail way Company, has in 
like manner greatly hindered the public In 
its use, and been the occasion of several acci¬ 
dents. The Baltimore and Ohio Railroad 
Company, now operating the Pittsburgh and 
Connellsville Railroad, lias seriously impaired 
that avenue by encroachments upon it 
and caused public travel along and across it 
to be hazardous and a source of daily incon¬ 
venience. When you reflect that all the 
main avenues and some of the most valuable 
streets of the city for business purposes are 
covered with double track passenger railways, 
the exclusion of the public in any fair use of 
the highways, it may well be questioned 
whether the East End Railroad Company 
should be allowed to utterly destroy streets, 
in the East End that before long will be re¬ 
quired by the people. If Penn avenue, 
Liberty avenue, Sixth avenue, Wood street, 
Smlthfleld street, Grant street, Fifth avenue, 
Centre avenue, Second and Carson streets are 
virtually given up to streetcar travel and the 
steam railroads, as I have stated, greatly im¬ 
paired the public right to the streets they 
cross and use, Is it not prudent now to prevent 
the East Knd Railroad Company from occu¬ 
pying, crossing at grade and cutting down 
streets that the people in the East End are en¬ 
titled to have free and unobstructed for their 
use. 

While I freely admit the property of the 
city will be enhanced by every new railroad 
terminating in It, yet it must not be forgotten, 
and experience Justifies the assertion, that 
railroad companies run their lines to make 
all the money they can out of them with 
little regard to the rights of individuals, or 
the rights of the public in the use of streets. 
Even when bound by rigid terms as to such 
use by ordinance they manage to evade them, 
and when once their tracks are down, the 
mischief is done without hope of relief. In 
my judgment the ordinance before me Is 
open to objections which it is my duty to lay 
before you, for it is in terms too vague, and 
grants privileges which will certainly result 
in their exercise to the detriment of the pub¬ 
lic in the use of many streets. Properly to 
comprehend the whole subject, I took the pro¬ 
file of the route of the East End Railroad 
Company, filed In the office of the City En¬ 


gineer, and compared it with the ordinance 
whether it correctly represented what the 
company could rlgl t fully do under It. After 
looking carefully at both I find there nrr 
glaring inconsistencies In the profile when 
compared with the requirements of t he ordin¬ 
ance. I have reasons to believe that the pro¬ 
file now on file was not the one originally 
>laoed there, but another was substituted for 
t on the afternoon of the day the ordinance 
finally passed Common Council. Tills fact 
may account for the failure of some Council- 
men to have known what I now respectfully 
suggest. 

The first section of the ordinance defines 
the route of the railroad and declares as fol¬ 
lows: “1 loginning at Grant street and 

Denny’s alley, thence nlong said alley to 
Chatham street, (Tossing the intersection of 
Strawberry alley and Fountain street-thence 
crossing Chatham street between Denny's 
alley and Fountain street, crossing Seventh 
avenue and Hickory alley above Fountain 
street, 200 feet below Red ford avenue. The 
crossing of Seventh avenue, Washington 
street and Brereton avenue and Thirty-third 
street to he overhead and sufficiently elevated 
to allow the free and uninterrupted passage 
of vehicles underneath, the hfght of said 
bridges to be not less than 14 feet in the 
clear.” 

But the profile shows at O’Neill’s alley the 
grade of the railroad to be only 12 feet 0 
Inches alwive the alley, and from this feet 
must be deducted for rail, floor, beams and 
stringers of the bridge, which will only leave 
9 feet clear, instead of 14 feet, as required by 
the ordinance. At Fountain street the pro¬ 
file shows an elevation from the rail to the 
street of only 11 feet 0 inches, from which 
deduct feet und the clearance is only H 
feet. 

Should Washington street be closed at any 
, time, about which there is now a dispute, 
Fountain alley will be practically closed to 
I the public for the passage of loaded vehicles. 
Following the profile, I find only H feet of a 
clearance at Chatham street; at Washington 
; street 13 feet clear on the north side and only 
I 12 on the south side. If double tracks or sid¬ 
ings should be put down at thesf* points, then 
the clearance would be considerably less and 
the streets be practically closed. 

The portion of the first section of the ordi¬ 
nance I have heretofore set out requires an 
overhead crossing at Brereton avenue of not 
less than 14 feet, but on the profile only a 
■ clearance of 4 feet 0 inches is shown, a dif¬ 
ference of 0 feet 6 inches, so that an overhead 
crossing would be impossible. This avenue 
leads down to the bridge at Twenty-eighth 
street, over the Pennsylvania Railroad tracks, 
and affords an outlet for the people residing 
in the upper wards. If the East End Railroad 
should be built as thus projected on the pro¬ 
file, the people will be deprived of the benefit 
of the Twenty-eighth street bridge, Brereton 
avenue will be out asunder, and all the 
benefits that the city Intended to result from 
compelling the Pennsylvania Railroad Com¬ 
pany to build the Twenty-eighth street bridge 
will be lost, and the money laid out In Its 
erection be of no avail. Are Councils willing 
to allow such consequences when they can 
prevent them ? 

It is a physical impossibility for t tie East 
End Railroad Company to construct its Uno, 
as shown by the profile, without this lasting 
I injury to Brereton avenue. At Shakespeare 
street the profile shows a out across it of 8 
i feet 0 inches, making it necessary that the 










street should be rut down to that depth, and 
the grade elm nged for ut least three or four 
hundred feet on each side of the out. If this 
be not done, then to carry the street over the 
railroad, there would have to hen dll of not 
less than 10 feet. 

The ordinance wholly omits any provision 
as to how tlie railroad shall he constructed at 
this point, and, in my opinion, the omission 
leaves open for abuse the rights of the public 
and private property owners. If the construc¬ 
tion ue done in accordance with the profile 
most disastrous consequences must result. 
Certainly Councils must have failed to doted 
tills grave omission when the ordinance was 
before them, else they would have guarded 
against them. How is the railroad to be built 
at thtR point, if not by the profile? What is 
in the ordinance to restrain the company to 
do as it pleases ? 

The first section of the ordinance enacts: 
“The Pittsburgh Hast Knd Railroad Com¬ 
pany be and is hereby authorized and em¬ 
powered to enter upon and lay down a single 
or double track railroad of the standard 
gauge, not exceeding flO feet in width, with 
such switches, turnouts and sidings as may 
be necessary to accommodate the business 
and traffic of said railroad, over, upon and 
along the streets and alleys on the route 
given. In my judgment it is a very extra¬ 
ordinary "rant of power as thus set forth • not 
only can double tracks be laid over and along 
the streets enumerated, but switches, turn¬ 
outs and sidings may be laid on them. To 
allow such an exercise of power would be 
virtually to allow the company to wholly 
occupy the streets in a way that would be a 
constant source of annoyance to people resid¬ 
ing on the street by the standing of cars and 
making up of trains on such crossings. 

The second section of the ordinance requires 
that the railroad shall cross Station street at 
grade. This street leads from Penn avenue to 
Prankstown avenue. The profile shows a cut 
of 23 ^ feet on an average, which would practi¬ 
cally destroy the street as a means of easy 
passage between the two thoroughfares 
named. As also exhibited by it, the following 
streets, viz.,JLambcrt street will require a fill 
of two feet; Enterprise street a fill of five feet, 
and Putnam street a fill of seven feet. The 
grades of all these streets would have to be 
changed, and the property along them would 
thereoy be depreciated in value. But the 
greatest injury to be feared would be that ail 
these streets would be grade crossing and be 
dangerous to the public in attempting to 
cross them. In examining that portion of 
tlie profile relating to the proposed branch 
railroad. I find that at Craig street a cut pro¬ 
tected or three feet six inches. This would 
require a grade crossing dangerous to the 
public and likely to result in injury to the 
persons passing along it; and at Centre ave¬ 
nue, where the route of the railroad crosses 
it. there is a cut of 14 feet, rendering a change 
or grade of the avenue imperative of from 
four to five feet, extending on each sideof the 
cut a distance of 300 feet. This would be at a 
point most injurious to the avenue. The road, 
as shown on the profile, crosses Bellefield 
avenue by a cut of six feet. If this be done 
another grade crossing will be of consequence, 
with steep descending grades on each side of 
tlie railroad, making it extremely dangerous 
for people in vehicles to pass the crossing in 
safety. In fact all places of this kind are 
man-traps and give rise to many and serious 
accidents. The steepness of the grades of a 
road reaching down to n railroad crossing 
lias been shown by experience to ire danger¬ 


ous for public travel. At Joneairo street there 
will be, as shown by the profile, atmthergrade 
crossing. There wll) be on the branch line 
not less than It) grade crossings, a fact which 
plainly indicates that it would be criminal in 
me to give my approval to the ordinance that 
fails so signally to protect the people from 
loss of life and personal injuries in attempt¬ 
ing to use the crossings after the completion 
of the road. 

On the main line, from Grant street to the 
driving park, there will be 14 crossings at 
grade. The city, by tlie contract with the 
Pennsylvania Railroad in 1H7:1, required 
bridges to be made over its tracks at Twenty- 
eighth street. Thirty-third street, at Aiken 
avenue, Ellsworth avenue, Illland avenue. 
Shady Rune and at Penn avenue, the object 
being to afford the people a safe means for 
crossing the tracks. Titese structures cost a 
large sum of money, and the company has 
derived great advantage from the contract. 
If the East End Railroad Company is permit¬ 
ted to build its line as now projected the 
public will In a great measure lose the benefit 
of the overhead bridges and be constantly ex¬ 
posed to danger and inconvenience in erdss- 
rig the road ut grade. 

It has been the policy of this city, as well as 
of Allegheny City, to prevent any more mil- 
roads being laid on streets at grade, and to 
my mind It is clear this line of policy should 
be pursued in the present instance. The 
second section of the ordinance relating to 
the work being done subject to the super¬ 
vision and control of the Ctty Engineer and 
making him the arbiter to determine whether 
the company is constructing its road within 
the requirements of the ordinance is, in my 
opinion, invalid. Councils have no right to 
delegate such power, or in any way bind the 
city to abide by his decision. Mo much of 
tiie third section as gives to the Street or 
Hoad Committee the power to determine 
whether safety gates shall be placed by the 
company at streets crossed at grade, Is in my 
opinion also invalid. Councils must pre¬ 
scribe by ordinance whatever police regula¬ 
tions may be necessary to protect people from 
injury at street crossings, and cannot place 
so Important a duty on any of its committees. 
In my judgment there should have been in 
the ordinance fully set forth whatever might 
be necessary in the way of safeguards to pre¬ 
vent accidents. The Councils have no legal 
right to enact what is contained in the third 
section of the ordinance. It cannot be bind¬ 
ing on the city or the company, though both 
should assent to it, for there is no Legislative 
authority that gives either one the power to 
prescribe the money basis on which other 
companies might use the tracks if laid down 
under the ordinance. 

The heavy taxation, the enormous city 
debt and the necessity for economy*!n the 
city expenditures requires that every avail¬ 
able means should be used to lessen the bur¬ 
den of the people. AVhy should the East End 
Railroad Company not pay for the great priv¬ 
ileges it asks? Xowhere in the ordinance do 
I find that a dollar is to be paid in to the city. 
The city collects annually from her citizens 
who use vehicles a tax which now amounts to 
a considerable sum. A considerable revenue 
is derived from sw i tch licenses under t lie ordi¬ 
nances granting the same. Street car compa¬ 
nies pay a tax of a given amount on each car 
run, or a percentage of their earnings under 
the general ordinances allowing them to lay 
rails on the streets. In addition they are by 
law required to keep clean and in repair the 
streets they run over. 





























































The City of Allegheny receives uniumlly 
from tlie Pittsburgh, Fort Wnyiicntid (’hicagn 
Hail road the sum of sj.DOd lbr the use of streets 
under a eontmet made some twenty years 
ago. Recently the Pittsburgh ami Western 
Railroad < o. obtained t he right of way through 
thut city and are required to pay annually a 
large sum of money for the privileges granted. 
The Pittsburgh and (’onnollsvJIte Railroad 
obtained from the rityof Pittsburgh tin* right 
to extend its tmelts along Try street but a 
short distance, for wliieh it was to pn.v Si oft per 
year for the tlrst and seeond years,$200 for the 
third and fourth years, &‘inu for the tifth and 
sixth years and $“)00 per annum thereafter. I n 
1*01, the Pittsburgh, Port Wayne and Chicago 
Railroad Company paid the City of Pittsburgh 
fo.tHH) for 1 lie right to erect a pier on the Alle¬ 
gheny wharf close to the present bridge. 
Even during the war Knapp, Rudd & Co., 
canon founders, paid the city $17."> per annum 
for a track from their works to the Allegheny 
Valley Railroad to bo used in facilitating 
transportation of cannon and heavy ordinance 
for the use of the Government. 

Other instances could be cited where other 
persons and corporations have been compelled 
by ordinance to pay for benefits granted. I a 
my Judgment, taking the sums paid us a basis 
for calculating what the East Eml Company 
should annually pay the city for the 
irlvilcges such as are sought to be conferred 
>y the ordinance, I think $10,000 per annum 
would only be a moderate compensation. To 
grant such privileges, and not require a fair 
equivalent,, would be unjust to the city and Its 
people. 

In my former communications toyour hon¬ 
orable bodies, when returning ordinances 
without approval, I have most respectfully 
called your attention to the necessity of com¬ 
pelling corporations obtaining valuable fran¬ 
chises from the city, to pay for them. My 
views have not changed on the subject, and 1 
deem it prudent again to invite your atten¬ 
tion to tills subject. It must be apparent from 
the contents of the ordinance under consider¬ 
ation and the map and profile that accom¬ 
pany it, that the valuable franchises con¬ 
tained in the ordinance are to be used not 
only by the East End Railroad Company but 
by some connecting line East. The corpora¬ 
tions using the city streets in the way pro¬ 
posed can well afford to pay annually a rea¬ 
sonable sum into the City Treasury for the 
privileges they enjoy. I can never consent to 
allow’ corporations to enjoy great benefits by 
using the streets of the city as a means of 
making money, without insisting that they 
shull pay at least what private citizens are 
obliged to pay for privilege* enjoyed by them. 

Aside from the reasons above stated there 
ts another reason why I should return this or¬ 
dinance without my signature. It has come 
to my knowledge that the manner in which 
the passage of the ordinance was effected is 
so questionable that I deem it a duly I owe to 
Councils, as well as to the community at large, 
to plainly state that when I have cause to be¬ 
lieved that illegal and corrupt measures have 
been resorted to to affect the passage of an or¬ 
dinance, even though it should not be detri¬ 
mental to the interests of the people, I will at 
least do my part toward stamping out thts 
dangerons and growing iniquity by returning 
such ordinances without iny approval. 

That certain members of Councils were of¬ 
fered bribes in the shape of money and stock 
for their influence and votes by persons inter¬ 
ested in the passage of this ordinance, there is 
not in my mind ii shadow of doubt, and to 


their credit be It mtd they refused to accept 
tin* disgraceful proposals. If tin* proposed 
road hud.no objectionable features, why re¬ 
sort to measures so disreputable and crlmtnal 
1 to secure ibe passage of tin* ordinance? The 
gentlemen from whom I received my Infor- 
, nmtlon on the subject arc so well and favor¬ 
ably know’ll (some of them being members 
! of Council) that 1 would lie remiss in a duty I 
owe to the public and recreant to my oath of 
ottlce if i failed In calling your attention to 
tills fact, leaving to your honorable bodies the 
duty of investigating the tacts now submit¬ 
ted and to take such measures for the arrest 
and punishment of tin* offenders its you may 
deem proper. After a careful consideration 
| of the ordinance, milch as I urn anxious to 
i promote iho interests of the city by fa cl 11- 
I taMng the construction of railroads, yet under 
I the circumstances and for the reasons Abovo 
stated, I jirn constrained to return the ordi- 
' nance without my approval.

(tKXTi.EME.v— Your sub-coin in it tee, author¬ 
ized under the Acts of Assembly and Ordin¬ 
ances of the city to refund the Street and 
Temporary Loan Ronds, not exceeding six 
millions of dollars, respectfully report, 

That tlioir predecessors in the years 1880 and 
1881. who then had this matter In charge, 
being desirous of providing against conting¬ 
encies and fluctuations of the money market 
during the next four or five years and of mak¬ 
ing certain of the reduction in the interest 
upon six million dollars, did, in the opinion of 
you r present committee,discreetly and wisely, 
enter into a contract by which a certain and 
sure provision is made for the refunding of 
the whole debt at a reduction of 2'por cent, 
in the rate of interest now paid by the city, 
amounting to the sum of 812b,OMO per year. 

A full report of the action of the sub-com¬ 
mittee of 1881 was made to the Finance Com¬ 
mittee and by them was unanimously ap¬ 
proved. This report sets forth in detail the 
contract by the terms of which, Messrs. Me- 
Caudless, Wliolen and Scully agree to refund 


t he bond* at "»percent. Interest anil to provide 
the city with lundx to pay nil bonds ns they 
mature, should they not.be refunded prior to 
maturity. The said funds must be paid by 
I belli to I lie City Treasurer thirty days before 
I he date of maturity ol’any of said bonds, they 
the said McUundleks. Wlieleti and Scully to 
receive new bonds for the money so paid to 
the Treasurer. 

Although it may he the opinion of many 
that bonds may have been negotiated for a 
loss rate of interest than that of "» per cent., 
yet-the present, condition <>f the money mar¬ 
ket. attests the wisdom of the uetlon of the 
snb-eominlttee, which insures the city a cer¬ 
tainty of not being compelled to pay a greater 
rate of interest than 5 percent, and tin* furl her 
certainty of being provided with money for 
flic payment of the bonds at maturity. 

Whilst the Acts of Assembly and Ordinances 
of the Flit* make the duty' of refunding this 
debt golefy the act of the subcommittee, yet 
in their opinion, a proper respect for ttie 
Councils requires that tlie action of the 
committee should be reported for the Infor¬ 
mation and approval of the whole body.

(tfntijKMen:— i ii compliance with the ac¬ 
tion taken by your Committee in the matter 
of Manorstroet, asking me to furnish you ttie 
conditions of the Ordinance applying to that 
street, and the action taken or to be taken by 
the Hail road Company, I respectfully report: 

1st. By an Ordinance, passed December 18, 
1870, the Borough of Birmingham granted the 
1 itisburgh, Virginia <fc Charleston kail road 
Company the authority * to extend a single 
or double track of their railway along Manor 
street, through tlie said Borough of Birming¬ 
ham, from t lie western line of said borough to 
ilie eastern Hue of the same: provided , that 
tin' said railway shall not occupy for its road¬ 
bed more than twenty-four feet, and tliatsaid 
railway shall by in a running condition 
within three years from the passage of said 
said Ordinance, subject, however, to the fol¬ 
lowing restrictions and conditions herein spe¬ 
cified : 

Hrnf t That- said street shall lie kept open 
lor the use of common travel, and he ob¬ 
structed as little as possible during the cou- 
st ruction of said railway. 

Srcotid. That, said railway company shall, 
at all times, so govern and direct their agents, 
servants and employees, in tlie management 
and opeiations of said railway, and so keep 
ami maintain said railway and tlie running 
oft he trains within said borough so as to inter¬ 
rupt or hinder the travel on said street as little 
as possible; and, also, that said railway com¬ 
pany shall put down such culverts or drain¬ 
pipe across said street as may be necessary. 

Third. That no train shall move through 
the said borough at a greater rate of speed 
than that allowed by the authorities of the 
City of Pittsburgh to the railroads running 
through, over or along its streets, and that 
each train shall be provided with a hell of 
suitable size, which shall be rung while pass- 
along said street. 

Fourth . That when any part of Manor 
street, aforesaid, shall be ordered by Councils 
to he paved or graded, the said railroad com¬ 
pany shall be assessed by the recording reg¬ 
ulator with the cost of paving and grading 
the same twelve feet in width if one track lie 
laid down, and twenty-four feet in width if 
a double track be laid down, in any square or 
portion of said street, occupied by said rail¬ 
road, and the said company shall keep the 
same in repair; and further provided , that on 
all portions of said street tin paved, the track 
shall he ballasted and tilled upon the outsides 
at the cost of said company, so as to allow ve¬ 
hicles to cross at any point. 

Fifth. That said railroad company shall 
keep and preserve said street In a good sani¬ 
tary and healthy condition. 


Sixth. That said railroad company shall 
leave a Hiifllclcnt passage way Jor the passage 
of wagons and oilier vehicles on the not hern 
side of said railroad company's track, and 
that Hie work shall be under the supervision 
of the street committee, and at the expense of 
said railroad company.' 

I have til us quoted the Ordinance in full 
that your Committee shall see its seope. It 
will be observed the ordinance provides no 
penally in case of violating any of its pro¬ 
visions. 

The right of the railroad company to oper¬ 
ate its line, and the validity of the ordinance 
cannot be successfully denied. Any remedy, 
if such exists, for violating I lie Ordinance, 
must lie found outside of and independent of 
the instrument, it can only lie under tin* 
exercise of the general police powers of the 
city, and the powers devolved u|h»ii the city 
by theconsolidation acts. 

The question as to the light to locate and 
construct the railroad oil and along Manor 
street, was raised by a bill in equity tiled by 
Messrs. Vceeh and Watson, at Mo. -till, *e|>- 
tember term, JH71, but seems to have been en¬ 
tirely abandoned by these eminent gentle¬ 
men, and while not conclusive of'any fact, is 
indicative that! hey re-jm ded the case as hojie- 
less. Indeed,] see nothing that can be (lorn*in 
the premises except to eniorce the Ordinances 
ofttiecity which ini} osea penalty lor needless¬ 
ly obstructing the streets by standing trains. 

And tills brings me to the point oflnvlting 
your attention loll e correspondence had be¬ 
tween myself and the solicitors of the 'com¬ 
pany since the meeting of your committee. 

i do not doubt the good fail It And purpose 
of the ollicers of the company to seek, by all 
means in their power, to lessen that which, 
in its very best condition, must prove seri¬ 
ously annoying lo the people residing on 
Manor street. The latter Is a very narrow 
street; at some points not over thirty-three 
feet, and at its widest point, as I am advised, 
not exceeding forty led: twenty-four teet be¬ 
ing occupied by the rnihoad company will 
necessarily render a residence undesirable: 
and every step possible on I lie part of the 
company should be taken k lo diminish, as far 
as possible, the vexation arising from the use 
of the street. I tun led to believe this will be 
done. 

It seems to meMhe ultimate solution of this 
trouble will be the purchase of the proj»erty 
on Manor street by the company. Tills, how¬ 
ever, is a matter for t lie owners and company-

The communication was read and accepted. 
From the statements made your Commit¬ 
tee by residents of Manor street, we believe 
that the Pittsburgh, Virginia & charleston 
Railroad Company have been and are dally 
violating the provisions of Die Ordinance 
granting It right of way, l»y blockading the 
street crossings, by running trains along said 
street.at a rapid rate of speed, and without 
sounding a bell to warn people of their ap¬ 
proach, thus endangering the lives and limbs 
of the citizens. The employees of said com¬ 
pany have also been guilty of using profane 
and insulting language to ttie wives and chil¬ 
dren of the residents of said street. 

The nuisance has become Intolerable, and 
the people residing on the said street owning 
their property and not feeling able to abandon 
it without proper recompense are entitled to 
whatever redress Councils can afford them. 
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They are willing and eager to sell their prop¬ 
erty to the railroad company,and have many 
times within the last ten years so signified 
their intentions, but the company has always 
refused to purchase. 

Your Committee would respectfully recom¬ 
mend that Councils instruct the Ordinance 
officer of the City and the .Street Commission¬ 
er of the Sixth District to prosecute the P., V. 
& 0. It. It. Company (now controlled by the 
Pennsylvania It. II. Company) for each and 
every violation of the law requiring railroad 
trains to lie run at a rate of speed not exceed¬ 
ing four miles per hour; and also for all vio¬ 
lations of the Ordinance of the City requiring 
the ringing of a bell on all trains to give 
notice of their approach. 

We would also recommend that Councils 
refuse to grant the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company any privileges of any kind whatso- 
soever until the condition of Manor street, be¬ 
tween South Sixth and South Seventeenth 
streets, has been remedied and the nuisances 
perpetrated in the operation of the P,, V. & 0. 
It. It. have been abated.

The munificent otter of Mr. Carnegie to pro- 
i vide the City of Pittsburgh with a free 

j library, at a cost of two hundred and fiftv 
thousand dollars to himself, on the condi¬ 
tions set forth in his letter of the 25th of 
November 1881, addressed to the Mayor of 
this City, was communicated to the Coun¬ 
cils by* Mayor Lyon, on the 5th day of 
December 1881, and such action was taken 
that a committee was appointed to consider 
tlie matter and report, to the Councils. That 
committee was Immediately confronted 
with the difficulty of want of power in the 
City of Pittsburgh to accept the gift on the 
condition of the donor without enabling 
legislation. The General Assembly of this 
i State w r as not then in session, and* under the 















































constitution and lawN of tin* Common- i 
wealth could not meet in regular ncnsIoii } 
until the ft rut Tuesday of January 18811, and 
the powers of that committee terminated 
with the Council* of 1881-2. On the 20th of 1 
June, 1882, the resolution under which the 
present committee was constituted was 
passed finally. 

Home of the members of the present, commit¬ 
tee were also members of the committee 
appointed in December, 1881, and both 
committees were from the first unani¬ 
mously and earnestly in favor of recom¬ 
mending to the Councils the accept¬ 
ance of the gift on obtaining the needed en- , 
aiding legislation. Kvery member of both 
committees was Impressed with the noble i 
and disinterested devotion of Mr. Carnegie 
to the Interests of the city with which he 
had been so long identified and so con¬ 
spicuously manifested In his beneficient 
offer, and your committee recommend the 
adoption of a resolution tendering the 
thanks of the people of Pittsburgh, through t 
their representatives in Councils, to Mr. 
Carnegie for his liberal offer of a free library, 
and requesting tlie Legislature to pass such 
an act as may enable the City of Pittsburgh 
to accept the same. It is quite unnecessary 
for your committee, in the last quarter of 
the nineteenth century, to present the 
numerous and inestimable benefits result¬ 
ing to the public from the establishment 
of a well selected and judiciously man¬ 
aged public library; nor for your com¬ 
mittee to say more on thjs subject than < 
that the conditions of the donor, the 
Identity of his interest and the associa¬ 
tion of his name with the enterprise itself, 
present the strongest guaranties of the bene¬ 
fits and entire success of the proposed free 
library. 

The principal matter for the consideration of 
your committee was the substance and 
form of the enabling legislation necessary 
to empower the City of Pittsburgh to ac¬ 
cept a donation. Here considerable diffi¬ 
culties were presented. The otter of Mr. 
Carnegie is on the condition that the city 
annually provide fifteen thousand ($15,1)00) 
dollars for the maintenance of the library. 

This sum is the annual interest of two hun¬ 
dred and fifty thousand ($2.50,000) dollars, ac¬ 
cording to the legal rate established in 
Pennsylvania. To the legal mind, an agree¬ 
ment on the part of the City of Pittsburgh to 
raise annually by taxation the sum ofiliteen 
thousand ($15,000) dollars, to bo devoted to 
the purpose above mentioned, is, In sub- j 
stance and effect, the same thing as creating j 
a perpetual debt of two hundred and fifty 
thousand ($250,000) dollars, and theindebted- 
ness of the City of Pittsburgh being at the J 

f jresent time in excess of the constitutional 
imitation, it was difficult to see what form ' 
of legislation could grant a power, the exer¬ 
cise of which in the present condition of the j 
City of Pittsburgh, is forbidden. Possibly 
these legal objections may he satisfactorily 
answered and explained away. The ol>- 
Jections rest on the basis of a contract made 
and obligations assumed, which is tanta¬ 
mount to an actual increase of the indebted- j 
ness of tlie city ; but in the judgment of your j 
committee, it would be much better to avoid j 
making a contract or assuming any obliga- j 
lion in tlie matter in the present state of I 
the indebtedness of the city. Mr. Carnegie 
roposes in substance to donate two hmi¬ 
red and fifty ($250,000) dollars on condition 
that the city annually raise fifteen thousand 
($15,000) dollars. If this gift be accepted, 
under proper enabling legislation, it will be 


a gift mi condition Uml tin* city aitl borides 
do annually appropriate Hint sum. Should 
the city fall to make the impropriation (lie 
gift would revert, as It ought, to the donor. 
It Ik understood that Mr. < arnegle projwme* 
to purchase grounds and erect a building 
hu itable for the purimscK of a free library. 
So long as the City of Pittsburgh shall con¬ 
tribute fifteen thousand ($15,000) dollar* 
annually for the maintenance of the llbrury, 
the same will he often, free and for the use of 
the public; but should the Councils fall at 
any time to make the annual appropri¬ 
ation, Mr. Carnegie and his heirs might 
enter on condition broken, and declare a 
forfeiture. 

The committee do not doubt- that a majority 
of the people of Pittsburgh Isso large os to 
render the minority, if any, Insignificant in 
numbers, would earnestly, and we think 
successfully advocate the yearly appropri¬ 
ation. Should it he otherwise, the City of 
Pittsburgh would pursue a course without 
precedent in the history of cities of the 
Cnited States and Great llritaln with a 
single exception so for os known to this 
committee. Wliat there Is needed Is an 
Act of the General Assembly of Pennsyl¬ 
vania authorizing any incorporated city 
within the Common wealth to take and hold 
any grant or donation of money, hooks and 
manuscripts, or property, real and personal, 
for the pnrjKise of establishing a free library 
within the limits of such corporation, and 
to make provision by annual appropri¬ 
ation for the maintenance of such free 
library; or, if thought proper, the grant of 
power might be confined to cities of the 
second class. Should such an Act be passed, 
the wise course for the city to pursue would 
be simply to accept the donation, on the 
conditions of the doner, and should the 
City of Pittsburgh, through the City Councils, 
fail to comply with these conditions and 
especially with the one requiring the annual 
appropriation, nothing would result but the 
loss of the gift. There would be no trace of 
contractor perpetual obligation in such ac¬ 
ceptance. It would be a direct appeal to 
the citizens of Pittsburgh to come forward 
and maintain a public institution found¬ 
ed by the generosity of one of her dtstin* 

f mised citizens; and if tlie citizens of Pitts- 
nirgh, contrary to the confident expecta¬ 
tion of your committee, should fail to ap- 
>reciate the advantages sure to proceed 
roin this noble donation, It is only com¬ 
mon justice that the grant and gift should 
revert to the donor. 

The committee herewith report H draft of a 
proposed Act of Assembly, which will 1 fit be¬ 
comes a law, authorize the city to accept the 
donation and make the annual appropria¬ 
tion with the recommendation of the com¬ 
mittee thatthe Councils approve the same; 
also a resolution of thanks to Mr. Carnegie. 
And the committee would further say that 
If the Act is passed bv the Legislature the 
Councils can by Ordinance submit the 
question to a vote of the people as to the 
propriety of the acceptance of the generous 
offer of Mr. Carnegie.

Gentlemen— On the 27th day of November 
last Councils adopted the following: 

“ llrxolved, That Councils declare said con¬ 
tract, in so far ax It relates to Washington and 
Grant streets, null and void; and that the 
City Solicitor be and lie is hereby instructed 
to take whatever legal action he may deem 
necessary to restrain said Company from any 
further prosecution of any work having In 
view the closing or obstructing of sAid 
streets,” 

'1 he contract between the city of Pittsburgh 
and the Pennsylvania Railroad Company Is 
not only one of great Importance to the con¬ 
tracting parties, but has given rise to repeated 
discussion, and has Invoked several opinions 
from my predecessor In office. 

Appreciating the spirit of the resolution, 
and desirous of aiding Councils In any way l 
can. I have given the subject patient, and, as 
I believe, thorough Investigation, 

In order that all the facts may l»e laid before 
you. and that you may lx* fully advised of tlie 
jmisI t Ion occupied before any further steps are 
taken, I herewith present for your considem- 
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tloti the fact* hm they itpia-nr from tho record* 
of Connell, and the action taken by ll»« 
olHt'i'n of the city. 

Kimmt—O n lilt* loth day of April, IhW, nn 
act of Assembly wa* passed entitled “An Act 
lo authorlxe tin* Melee t and (’onniioii t ’oiinclls 
of I 1 k> City of Pittsburgh to vacate *1 reel* and 
alley* In said city.” Tho llrst section provide* 
“ that tho Hclcct and Common Counrll* of tho 
City of rittftliurKh lie, amt arc horotiy granted 
free |M>worand authority to make and enter 
Into a contract or contract* with tho Pennsyl-

pa** »uch ordinance* a* they deem ex-

lowever, that no street or alley, or portion of 
the mime, a* nforemild, *liiill Ih» vacated or 
cloned lift unless the miid companies, oretther 
of them, shall first acquire by purchase or 
otherwise, the pmjierty fronting on both side* 
of tho street or alley, or sueh portion* thereof 
that may l>e vacated or cloned tip.” 

Cndcr this net of Assembly the power of 
Council* to pas* ordinance* and make con¬ 
tract* consisted therewith I*, I apprehend 
beyond discussion. 

My virtue oft lie power so conferred the City 
of Pittsburgh and the I’eunsyIvnnla Kail road 
Company entered into a contract hearing the 
date ttcrcinbcr .’KMli. 1*72, containing a clear 
statement of the term* and conditions ii|Min 
which the rights and privileges were to lie 
exercised. For tho piir|*n*c* oi thlsrommittii- 
catlon the most lrni*ortaut are: First—The 
duly resting upon Die city : and. Second—*The 
time wit tit n which the work was to Ih» done 
by ttie Pennsylvania Halt road Com puny. 
Third—If the railroad eoinpatiy failed toeoin- 
plete the work within the time mentioned, 
was time the essence of the emit met ? And If 
so, has the elty waived the/#w*% or |ierfortned 
sueh act* ns will amount In law to a waiver of 
the time or work an equitable cstnpjtel? 

'The city agreed, 

FiRsr—“To re-locate Kllsworlh avenue in 
sueh manner that the hrhlge therefore may 
t>e constructed at right angle* w ith said niii- 
road." Tlie city did not relocate thisavenue, 
and the bridge was constructed conformably 
to the then location oft he avenue, ala largely 
Increased cost to Die company. 

suroxn—The approaches to each of said 
bridges, to wit, among others, Houp .street, 
Aiken avenue and Thirty-third street, were 
to l»e graded under tlie nets of Assembly 
regulating the grading of street*. Houp street 
approaches have not yet been graded by the 
city *o that the bridge might t*c constructed. 

The approach for Aiken avenue was not 
provided until a recent perh>d,and on the tilth 
day of January, 1SK2 the City F.tiginoer sent 
notice thereof to Hobt. Pitcairn. Ksq.. Super¬ 
intendent. notifying him that Councils hav¬ 
ing passed an ordinance for the grading of 
Aiken avenue, to proceed with the erection 
of the bridge fiver their road at the Atken 


avenue crossing, a* provided by the eon tract 
of 1*72. 

TiriMP—The city was to make the necessary 
excavation* tu order that Dallas and Fifth 
avenues might pass under the railroad. These 
excavations remain unmade, although the 
cost of such excavation wa* to he paid by the 
properly owners, legally chargeable for tlie 
same under existing law*. 

Kopktii -The elty was to revise and change 
the grade of Liberty street, between Twenty- 
eighth und Twenty-ninth street*, so thnt a 
suitable gradient might lx* obtained ns a 
mean* of access to the twenty-eighth street 
hrhlge, amt the damages caused thereby to 
tie paid by the Pennsylvania Hnllroad Com¬ 
pany. An ordinance w as passed by Connells, 
October Jflst, lMNl f changing the grade of 
Liberty street. 

July 21th, IHtfi, the Pennsylvania Hnllroad 
Company paid the elty by voucher 91,7:11 for 
“payment of nnsessment of damage* caused by 
the regrading of IJlierty stri'et from a jniiol 
2VI feet w est of a point |:tft feet east of Twenty- 
eighth street. Haiti assessment wa* made 
under an ordinance of the city of Pittsburgh, 
passed October Jlst. I**l, am! the said flam- 
ages made payable oy the Pennsylvania Hall- 
road Company, under nn agreement l»y said 
company, am! as deserllied by nn ordinance 
fif said city passefl May SJKtli, l*7H, which 
modifies the terms of the contract between 
tho elty amt said company, dated October 
‘list, 1*72, relating to the vacation of streets 
ami the building of rertain bridges.** 

Fifth—T he city agreed to cfiiistruet the r|k 
proach on the south side and provide room 
lor *up|K>rtlug column*, w ith atnitmrnl amt 
stairs mi Lllierty street, for a bridge. The 
c*mipany ugreeu to build a footway “of at 
least eight leet feet in width, for foot passen¬ 
ger*, over the track* find premise* of said 
efunpatiy from Die northerly side fif Utterly 
Htreel to the hillside, at sucli point east of 
Pnlon Ik*|Mii and west of Twenty-eighth 
st reel, as may lie designated by the City Kn- 
glticcr and the Knglnecr of the snht Hnllroad 
Cotnpnny, wilh *irj>* or stairs therelrom to 
Liberty street footway.” 

Thu* fur no steps have ticen taken to make 
this clause effective, 

SIXTH—“I lie salfl etly agrees lo vacate 
Washington street, from Liherly street to 
Fountain street, amt Omni street, from 
Utterly stn-ot to Hnrntli avenue, nnd all 
streets’llnd alleys within the area of ground 
ttounded by Lllierty street. Seventh avenue. 
Cherry alley ami tlie westerly line fif Dram 
street extended.” 

FixaUA-TIic city agreed to “|>«ss any ordi¬ 
nance fir resolution which may front time 
to tltue be neeew-ary ami proper to carry into 
effect the provision* of this contract, and Join 
in urging any further legislation by I be 
Oeiierwl Assembly of tlie state. ».« may be 
found necessary lo complete the arrange¬ 
ments herein proposed.” 

The Pennsylvania Hallrnad Company 
agreed. 

First—T o rebuild In a good and substantial 
manner the bridge over said rallnswi at Penn 
avenue, and in like manner mi much of the 
bridge at Center avenue a* extends over the 
right <if way of the Pennsylvania Hal1rr**d 
Company. 

smvimh—T o construct a bridge at Thirty- 
third street “which shall extend from the 
south line fif the right of way of said rail r» ad 
to the southerly line of f-aurel avenue.” 

Til I Kb—’“Scal’d company agrees to pave Sas¬ 
safras alley, from Twenty-seventh to Thlr- 
ttelh streets, widened to the width of liny 
feet at It* ro*t; to construct an Iron bridge to 
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extend from Sassafnis alley, about midway 
between Twenty-eighth and 'twenty-ninth 
.streets, to the southerly line of property of 
*aitl company," 

Fourth—T he said company “agreeing to 
construct on the line of Washington street a 
-substantial iron bridge for foot passengers, 
with a width of eight feet, extending from 
the line of fountain street to the northern 
side of Liberty street, with approaches by 
steps or stairs on boll) sides ol‘ said bridge, 
anu on both sides of said street at the curb 
line, to tlie pavement of said Liberty street. 
And the said company further agree, at their 
own expense, to grade, pave and curb Foun¬ 
tain street, from Washington street to Seventh 
avenue, to widen Cherry'alley fifty feet, mak¬ 
ing said alley seventy feet in width, and to 
widen Seventh avenue on the northerly side 
thereof, between Cherry alley and the east 
side of Grant street, so as to make said avenue 
-seventy feet in width." 

Fifth— “ Grant Hired and Washington street 
shall not be vacated until Fountain street shall 
have been graded and paved, arid Cherry alley 
and /Seventh avenue, widened, graded and re¬ 
paved, as hereinbefore provided, and until the 
<ibnve mentioned avenue—to be forty feet in width

Seventh—' "That the said company hereby 
•agree to- grant said city, or to any per¬ 
son authorized by ordinance of said city, the 
right to erect one or two inclined planes over 
said company’s grounds, from Liberty street 
to the hillside, at any point between Klevcnth 
and Twenty-eight streets." 

1 have thus given a synopsis of the loading 
conditions of i.hc contract of lh72. 

by a subsequent, contract between these 
parties, dated August s, 1874, the provision re¬ 
lating to the bridge at Thirty-third street was 
modided. The fourth section of the supple¬ 
ment contract declared : “Ihe said original 
contract between the city of Pittsburgh," and 
the Pennsylvania Hail road Company is here¬ 
by further amended so as to extend the time 
for completion of the work, agreed to be done 
by the said company, to September 1, 1874," 

(hi June28, is7i, Councils passed a resolu¬ 
tion extending the time for the completion 
of the contract to January 1, 1870, (See S. C. 
No. J1 i, series 1874). 

May at}, 1879, An Ordinance entitled "An 
Ordinance authorizing certain changes to be 
made in the contract made between 'the City 
of Pittsburgh and the Pennsylvania Kail road 
Company, dated October 31,1872," was passed. 

The ordinance provides for the locating and 
vacating of certain streets in the vicinity of 
Twenty-eighth street, conditioned on the 
building of the Twenty-eighth street bridge. 

W'ith these modifications, the contract of 
October 31,1872, stands, 

I come now to the question whether assn in¬ 
tone to he of the essence of the contract above 
stated, the city has, by its acts, and that of 
its officers, waived the time, or performed 
such acts as will estop it in a court of equity 
from annulling the contract, in whole or in 
part. The main controversy in the case arises 
from this provision of the contract, namely; 
"The bridge at Washington street and the 
streets connecting therewith shall be com¬ 
menced forthwith and prosecuted with dili¬ 
gence,and completed within eighteen months 
after the signing of this contract.” The time 


was extended by Councils until January 1; 
1878. (Supra). 

November Z7, 1882, Councils passed the fol¬ 
lowing resolution: 

"Resolved, Thai, Councils declare said con¬ 
tract in so far as it relates to Washington and 
Grant streets null and void.” 

If Councils cauiiot annul the cut I re con tract, 
they cannot annul part. 1 he power to dest roy 
part involves the power to destroy tlie whole. 

What action has bantakin tint imihnUs 
a waiver of time, and shows that the city has 
regarded ihc contract as being In full force 
and elicet? 

First— Under t lie contract the.Pennsy I vnnia 
Railroad Company proceeded with (lie work, 
when, on the 9tli day of November, 1«74, 
Councils passed the following: 

“Whereas, 'there are certain changes 
asked for in the alignment of tlie Thirty- 
third street, bridge, and which are now under 
consideration, one recommended by the Mir- 
vey Committee and passed by Common 
Council, the other pending in Survey Com¬ 
mittee, therefore, 

“Resolved , That tiie Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company be requested to postpone action in 
the construction of said bridge until the mat¬ 
ter shall be finally decided.” 

This resolution was sent to the officers of 
the Company, and was followed by a letter 
from the Company's solicitors, dated Nov. 12, 
1874, as follows: 

Pittsburgh, Nov. 12 , 1874. 

K. & Morrotv, Esq., City Clerk: 

Dear sir— We are in receipt from you of 
copy of resolution passed by Councils Ntr- 
vember 9, 1874, requesting delay in proceeding 
with the building of' 'i hirty-third street 
bridge. In reply we would say that the Penn¬ 
sylvania Railroad Company, at the request 
of members of the Survey Committee, did 
stop work for some days, at great loss, await¬ 
ing some definite request from the city au- 
thorities. Nosuch request having been made, 
the Company proceeded to the building of, 
and are now building said bridge, in accord¬ 
ance with the provision of tiie contract be¬ 
tween the city and the Company, and con¬ 
formably to tiie line designated by tlie City 
Kngineer. 'Ihe extent to which tiie work 
has already progressed, the lack of any specific 
designation of what change may be desired, 
and ihe urgent necessity of taking advantage 
of the good weather we now have, render a 
cessation of the work out of the question. 

Resides this, tiie Company lias been urged, 
on all sides, by citizens interested, some of 
them Council men, to hasten with the work 
required under the contract, and the Com¬ 
pany is anxious to carry out its terms as ex¬ 
peditiously as is possible. Yours truly,

About the time of the passing of the resolu¬ 
tion tiie railroad company had expended on 
that bridge 84,514 00. ‘J wo piers (still stand¬ 
ing) had almost been completed on ihe origi¬ 
nal line designated under the contract. 

At the instance of the city the Company 
ceased work until such time as the city 
should adjust the alignment. 

June 19th, 1882, the city changed the line 
(see ordinance locating Forfar street)—nearly 
eight years having elapsed from the date of 
resolution and the action of Council fixing 
the line of the Thirty-third street bridge. 

Second— On the 13th day of September, 1876, 
Frank Thompson, General Manager of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, gave notice to the 
City Kngineer of the completion of the Penn 
avenue, Shady lane, inland avenue and Klls- 
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wort h avenue bridges, and asking an fttrcpl- 
mnv thereof. 

ceptember 18,1870, the City Knglneerreplied 
to Mils letter, accepting the Mindy lane, Ill- 
land avenue and Kllsworlh avenue bridges, 
t'enn avenue was not then accepted, on ac¬ 
count of not being to the proper grade. 

'i hese bridges had cost thei oinpany a large 


amount of money:

September 18, 1870, the t ity Engineer wrote 
frank Thompson, (ieneral Manager, prom¬ 
ising to send location of '1 liirty-thlrd street to 
Mr. Pitcairn on the following Monday.

Korimi-October 28,1881, the Pity Knglneer 
wrote W . II. frown, t liief Kngineerof the 
I ennsylvania Railroad lompany, notitying 
lit in that i ounclls had passed the following: 

** Jie.'ofved, i hat the ( ity Kngineer bound is 
hereby instructed to notify the Pennsylvania 
Hail road t oinpany to proceed with the con¬ 
struction of a retaining wall on Fountain 
street, from Washington street to seventh 
avenue.” 

Under this resolution tiic Company com¬ 
menced work, and have been steadily prose¬ 
cuting the same, having up to this time ex¬ 
pended thereon >15,8(8.74. 

On July 18, 1881, < onncils passed an ordi¬ 
nance grunting certain rights to the Penn In¬ 
cline Plane ( oinpany. Section 2 of said ordi¬ 
nance is as follows: 

"That the rights granted in the foregoing i 
section, ns to the crossing of the fennsyl- 1 
van in Hail road Company's property, are

In addition to the expense above staled, 1 he 
lowering of the tracks, as provided in the 
contract, cost at least and the knit 

bridge crossing Liberty street at the foot of 
Washington has already cost $.V*95.8 . m» 
that, according to tin 4 statement furnished 
me, the railroad eoin|sitiy have expended the 
sum of {818,012.92 upon the work required to 
lie done under the contiaet. 

Fifth—F rom the foregoing acts of Councils 
and the (’ity Kngineer, it will be observed 
(bat the contract of Jh72 bus been treated as 
always in force and obligatory upon both 
parties. For nearly ten years work bus been 
in progress under it, and wln n e* mplclcd 
lias been accented without hesitation by the 
city,and in ail that time no ordinance bus 
been passed by Councils looking to the 
abrogation of the contract. Valuable and 
vastly bencllcial improvements have been 
made by the Company, accepted by iia- city, 
and now form part of tlie highways of the 
municipal corporation, and no notice of any 
kind given the Company of a purpose to 
annul the contract until the passage of the 
resolution of November last. My predecessor 
in office gave Councils an opinion in writing 
that a resolution could not tepeal an oidi- 
nanee: 

"Can the resolution of November last, un¬ 
der the facts to which 1 call your attention, 
abrogate the ordinance and annul the con¬ 
tract? It seems to me It cannot be done. As 
Mien-can be no action for damages, t lie only 
remedy, if any exists, would be by a bill in 
equity.

Certainly the city cannot 
elect to take the benefit of all tlds work 
and money,and refuse the further perform¬ 
ance of I be contract, because it may work In¬ 
convenience. or even damage, to some jmt- 
soi is. We are to look at the matter turn valu¬ 
able contract, deliberately entered Into by 
parties competent to contract, and the per¬ 
formance. to a very large extent, of the cove¬ 
nants to bo kept by the ('oinpany. 

•* How the performance oi this contract, in 
detail, is to eilcct private citizens is iml now, 
nor can it be, a qu \stion. w hut. remedy the 
citizens may have, if injured, is outside of 
Hie question as to whether the contract is 
binding upon the parties thereto, it may well 
be that in the execution «>i itiisro true, some 
private party may sustain e. pe dal injury, 
and may have legal redress, bin tins can In 
no manner change the force of tlie agreement 
as to the parties thereto; nor would it in any 
way be a material question in determining 
the respective rights and duties devolving 
upon the Compniij and city.”

or 01 her purpose, before grading and paving [ 
ami widening the street, alley and avenue 1 
above named, the city would clearly he enti¬ 
tled to an injunction to restrain them from so 
doing.

fJKNTLKN KN—The committee appointed by 
the Councils to investigate and ascertain the 
truth of the charges made by the Hon. K. \V. 
Lyon, Mayor of the City of Pittsburgh, in his 
message dated the 22<l day of November, 
1882, in which ills reasons are stated for with¬ 
holding Ids approval of the Ordinance en¬ 
titled, “An Ordinance granting certain rights 
and privileges to the Pittsburgh Hast 
Fnd Railroad Company,” that certain mem¬ 
bers of Councils were offered bribes in the 
shape of money and stock for their influence j 
and votes, by persons interested in the pass¬ 
age of the Ordinance; that the passage of the 
same was effected by questionable means, ae- * 
com pan fed by the statement that there was 
not a shadow of doubt in his mind that offers 
of money nnd stock Imd been made to mein- j 
hers of Councils for their votes and influence, j 
respectfully reports: That the committee met | 

on tiie «th of January, 1883, at the ofliee of the • 
City Clerk, and was organized by electing Dr. | 
Daly to be Chairman. The committee caused \ 

notice 10 be served on the Mayor requesting his 
attendance at the next meeting of the com¬ 


mittee, and then adjourned to January 1 i, at 
2 o’clock P. m., at tiie same place. The com¬ 
mittee having met on the 11th of January, 
Mayor Lyon appeared, was sworn, and testi¬ 
fied that he imd no personal knowledge of 
any corrupt solicitation of any member of 
Councils or knowledge of offers of money or 
stock for votes or Influence to secure the pas¬ 
sage of the Ordinance. The charges con¬ 
tained in his veto message were founded on 
information communicated to him by Joint 
K. Scott, member of Select. Council from the 
Second ward, verbally, and also by a sworn 
statement, the original of which was pro¬ 
duced before the committee, and a copy of 
which Is attached to this report. :The sub¬ 
stance of the atlldavit Is that Mr. Scott was 
approached by a party not named ill the afll- 
davit, who desired him to vote and use Ids 
influence In favor of the passage of the ordi¬ 
nance, which was then pending in Select 
Council,ngreelngthat iriic would doso, bo, the 
said John Scott, should “receive remunera¬ 
tion, towit, $100 for his services thus rendered.” 
Tlie date of this affidavit is November 21, 
1882, and was in possession of the Mayor be¬ 
fore the veto message was communicated to 
Councils. The Mayor also furnished the 
committee with the names of Win. McCon- 
way and Porter C. Friend, both members of 
the Common Council, and Mr. Cavanaugh, 
member of Select!'ouneil from the First ward, 
as of persons who had given him information 
that corrupt offers had been made to mem¬ 
bers of Councils to secure their votes and in¬ 
fluence In favor of the passage of said ordi¬ 
nance. The four members of Councils above 
named appeared before the committee and 
testified under oath. Neither M r . McC.’on- 
way nor Mr. Friend hail, or claimed to have 
hud, any personal knowledge of the matter, 
and neither did more than communicate to 
flic Mayor what he had heard from others. 
Mr. John K. Scott appeared before tlie com¬ 
mittee at the meeting held on the loth day of 
January, and in response to questions, testi¬ 
fied in substance that be was offered 3100 to 
vote for the ordinance that this offer was 
made by Samuel Mason, a resident of the 
Second ward, Pittsburgh; that he met Mr. 
Mason in front of Municipal Hail, and they 
started to go to Hart hold's saloon to get a 
drink, and that the offer was made on the 
street before they reached the saloon ; tlmt no 
! money was shown to him by Mason ; tlmt ho 
did not know how the conversation com- 
i menced, but that lie understood Mason to 
offer him 3100 to vote for the ordinance, which 
he refused. Mr. Scott does not give the date 
of this conversation, but says that it was while 
the ordinance was pending in the Select 
Council and before it imd reached the Cmn- 
inon Council; that he communicated the 
alleged offer to the Mayor, and probably to 
members of Counci Is, but could not remem¬ 
ber names; that there was general talk about 
bribery; that it was liar-room talk, and that 
he understood that Mason’s alleged offer was 
a bona fide one. He also testified 1 hat he told 
the Mayor that he thought the stock of the 
road was in t-lie market, but did not know of 
any member of Councils getting any. He 
further testified that Mr. Manning, a member 
of the Common Council, had told birr., in a 
beer saloon that he had been ottered twenty 
shares of the stock. 

Mr. Samuel Mason, the person referred to 
by Mr. Scott, testified in substancce that he 
did not know of any corrupt, offers having 
been made to members of Councils to secure 
their votes or influence in favor of the ordi¬ 
nance or any other measure; that be had 
several conversations with Mr. Scott in rein- 








tl<»h to tin* ordinance, the lirst being in a 
huIooh on Third avenue; that Mr. Scott was 
relating that he had been over the proposed 
railroad nude in a carriage with other coutt- 
cllineii utnl had afterward dined at the Monoti- 
gahelu 1 louse; that the next conversation 
wan in front of Municipal Hall; that he had 
naked Scott If lie could not vote for the ordi¬ 
nance, and that Scott said lie could not, and 
the reason Riven for not voting in favor of K 
was t hat a friend of his in his ward, to whom 
lie was under obligations, wauled him to vote 
against it; that they went to a saloon, and 
while there he (Mason)told him it would he 
worth MW to him (Mason) If the ordinance 
missed ; that Scott laughed and said It would 
no worth a thousand, that since that time he 
(Mason) had never spoken to Scott on the 
subject ; that he was not directly or indirect- 
ly interested in the matter and Intended the 
remar k merely as a joke; that he was not a 
stockholder, never had any stock and didn’t 
know any man who had , that he was not em¬ 
ployed hy the Hast Knd Itallroad Company to 
promote the passage of the ordinance, and 
did not know the President or any of the di¬ 
rectors of said company; that Nome of ids 
friends desired the passage of the ordinance 
and he wished them to succeed. 

M r. Charles Manning,a mom her of Common 
Council, testified that, meeting Mr. Scott in a 
saloon and hearing him talk of having been 
ottered money and fifteen shares of stock for 
his vote and influence in favor of the ordi¬ 
nance, he (Manning), in a spirit of ban ter nml 
Jest, told Scott that he (Manning) hud been 
offered twenty shares; that It was not true 
that he had been offered money or shares of 
stock l>y anybody, and lie did not know any 
Councilman to whom such oilers had been 
made; and that, regarding Mr. Scott as a man 
easily imposed upon by a story, be merely 
meant to tell a lugger story than Scott was 
relating. 

Mr. Cavanaugh, member of Select Council, 
having been called, testified that, he knew of 
no otters of money, stork or other valuable 
thing being made to members of Councils or 
to any member of Councils for bis vote or in¬ 
fluence in favor of the ordinance; but admit¬ 
ted that lie had told Mr. McConway that lie 
had known of such otters being made; that 
they were made to himself. He explained 
that he was jest ing and Joking when he spoke 
of them. 

Mr. McConway being called, testified that 
Mr. Cavanaugh had told him that he did not 
know of corrupt offers having been made to 
secure votes and Influence In favor of the 
ordinance, and that he did not understand 
Mr. Cavanaugh, at the time, to he talking in 
jest. 

The committee examined 21 witnesses, the 
greater number of them members of Councils, 
tail no material testimony was elicited other 
than that the substance of which is given 
shove. A number of members of Councils 
apl>eared before the committee and testified, 
apparently under the misapprehension that 
every member of Select ana Common Coun¬ 
cils was to he examined. The President, 
Treasurer and all the active members of the 
Kast Knd Hail mad Company, and all persons 
known to have taken an active interest in 
favor of the passage of the ordinance and 
several reporters of the press were called 
and examined. The newspapers of the city, 
at the requestor the committee, published 
notices to any and all jowsons who had or 
thought they had. information of corrupt 
offers having been made to members of Conn¬ 
ells to influence votes either in favor of or 
against the passage of the ordinance, to ap¬ 


pear before Hie committee and testify, but 
no one appeared In response to the Invita¬ 
tion. 

|t must be manifest from the above review 
and statement of the material parts of the 
testimony tlint the charges under Investiga¬ 
tion have not been sustained by theevidenee. 
No satisfactory testimony, nor, Indeed, any 
evidence worthy of serious consideration lias 
been produced before the committee Incul¬ 
pating any person. There is certainly no 
evidence that any member of round I* 1ms 
been corruptly Influenced In casting his vole, 
either for or against the ordinance; and there 
is no testimony that approximates to proof 
1 hat any attempt has been made to impro|M<r» 
ly influence any member of Councils In ids 
personal or official action in reference to this 
ordinance. Houbtless Mr. Seott, in making 
his cummunteatlon to the Mayor and the 
affidavit referred to.acted In an honest con¬ 
viction of the truth of Ills statements, hut 
Me seems to have been easily convinced 
that an assault on his Integrity had been 
made. His conviction socmen to be less 
earnest when he was before the committee, 
in the presence of evidence of the 
President, directors and stockholders of 
the Hast Knd Kail road Company, that 
Mr. Mason had no Interest in the com¬ 
pany, was not employed by It, nor even 
known to the officers or any of the stock¬ 
holders, and of the Treasurer that not a dollar 
had been expended, set apart or made avail- 
aide lor any purpose not enllrely legitimate 
and the unequivocal denial of Mr. Mason that 
he had attempted to corrupt him, 

Mr. .Scott's statements are wholly without 
corroboration. He would have been In better 

{ msltlon,and his motives and conduct would 
mve been entitled to more res|>crf, If be had 
communicated to the Council of which ho Is a 
member, at an early day, ibe alleged facts, 
afterward given to Hie Mayor. His plain 
duty as Councilman required thisofldm. 
The course which he pursued exposes him to 
the imputation of having lightly regarded 
the alleged attempt to bribe Mini, and of hav¬ 
ing been more concerned to procure the veto 
of the ordinance by the Mayor than to vindi¬ 
cate his own integrity ns a member of Conn¬ 
ells, and the honor and dignity of the body 
In which he holds a seat. 

Mr. Cavanaugh has placed himself in the un¬ 
enviable |>osi (Ion which results from Ins hav¬ 
ing made the Mayor and Mr, McConway 
statements of serious Import, touching the 
attempted bribery of members of Councils, 
including himself, and In effect retract¬ 
ing the same when he appeared Indore 
the committee. His statement before 
the committee Is that he knew nothing 
except what Seott had told him, and 
so said to the Mayor. Hut he admitted that 
lie had told Mr. McConway and others that 
he had been offered money for his vote and 
influence, explaining that the statements 
were made In Jest and were not true In fact. 
Mr. McConway, however, did not understand 
Mr. Cavanaugh to lx* speaking in Jest. There 
is no evidence that Mr. Cavanaugh was Im¬ 
properly approached, and he has solemnly 
denied under oath that anyone offered him 
money or any valuable tiling for Ills vole or 
influence, and the committee no And, hut we 
feel that we cannot use terms of loo severe 
reprehension til speaking of the kind of 
“ Joking ” in which Mr. Cavanaugh Indulged. 
Hrlbery is an odious crime, ana the person 
guilty of tt, whether briber or hritted, is 
wholly unfit for,und by law is excluded from, 
all positions of public trust. It Is not a suIh 
jeet to Jest about, either with the object of 





misleading a public officer like the Mayor, or 
In the common badinage of the drinking 
house. In the ease of a member of Council, 
the habit of speaking lightly of official du¬ 
ties and obligations always lowers, in public 
estimation, the character of the man who In¬ 
dulges In It, though he may be personally 
honest and faithful. Indirectly, and It may 
be unintentionally, lie Injures the body to 
which lie belongs, for the character of that 
body is the average character of the Individ¬ 
ual members. 

But while the committee find, as they here¬ 
by do, that the charges made by the Mayor in 
his veto message have not been sustained by 
the evidence, common justice requires us to 
say that the testimony taken and herewith 
submitted fully justifies the Mayor In mak¬ 
ing the charges. He had the voluntary state¬ 
ments, verbally given, of two members of 
the Select Council, and the affidavit of one of 
them, that corrupt otters had been made to 
members of Council within their knowledge. 
He had what in law is termed ** probable 
cause” for making the charges,and lie would 
not have fulfilled the full measure of his duty 
if he had not communicated to Councils the 
information in his possession, supplemented 
and corroborated, as it was, by the state¬ 
ments of Messrs. McOonwuy and Friend, to 
whom Messrs. Cavanaugh and Scott had told 
the same stories. 

The committee, in conclusion, add that, in 
the investigation, they went beyond the 
charges of the Mayor and the terms of the 
resolution under which they were appointed, 
but have found no evidence that corrupt of¬ 
fers or inducements were made or held out to 
any member of either Council to secure his 
vote or influence in favor of the ordinance re¬ 
ferred to in this report.
